LIBRARY REGULATIONS 


(a) Books, periodicals and pamphlets may be borrowed by 
Fellows, Ordinary Members, Associates and Affiliates personally or 
by a messenger producing a written order. The person to whom 


such publications are delivered shall sign a receipt for them in a 
book provided for that purpose. 


(b) Publications may be borrowed through the post, or by other 
means of carriage, upon a written order. The postage or carriage of 
publications returned to the Society shall be defrayed by the 
borrower. 


(c) A borrower may not have more than three publications in 
his possession at one time. 


(d) A borrower will be considered liable for the value of any 
publication lost or damaged while on loan to him, and, if it be a 
single volume or part of a set, for the value of the whole work 
thereby rendered imperfect. Marking or writing in the publications 
is not permitted, and borrowers are requested to call attention to 
damage of this character. 

(e) Books and pamphlets may be retained for twenty-eight days. 
Periodicals may be retained for fourteen days. Applications for 
extension of the loan period must be made in writing before its 
expiry. No publication may be kept longer than three months. 

(f) Books and pamphlets added to the library will not be lent 
until after the expiry of one month from the date received. The 
current number of a periodical may not be borrowed. 

(g) Borrowers retaining publications longer than the time speci- 
fied, and neglecting to return them when demanded, forfeit the right 
to borrow until they be returned, and for such further time as may 
be ordered by the Council. 

Any borrower failing to comply with a request for the return of a 
publication shall be considered liable for the cost of replacing it, 
and the Council may, after giving due notice to him, order it to be 
replaced at his expense. 

No publication may be reissued to the same borrower until at 
least seven days have elapsed after its return, neither may it be 
transferred by one borrower to another. 

(h) Publications may not be taken or sent out of the United 
Kingdom. 

(i) Publications returned through the post must be securely 
packed in a box or otherwise adequately protected. 

(j) The Library may be used for reference by Fellows, Ordinary 
ae Associates and Affiliates during the office hours of the 

ociety.

j During the quarter ended 31st March last, there were registered in 
the 802 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 27,146 births—a number equal 
_ to an annual birth-rate of 23-9 in every 1,000 of the estimated population 
bs —and 24,497 deaths, representing an annual rate of 21°6 per 1,000. 
_ In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal 
' Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
_ enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 3,932 persons emigrated. 
A decrease of 1,283 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in the 
population during the quarter. The population estimated to the middle 
of this year is 4,541,903.* 
In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 29:5 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 19-2 per 1,000. 
The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0:1 under the average rate 
_ for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97, and 0:8 under 
_ the rate for the first quarter of last year. The deaths are less than those 
_ registered in the corresponding quarter of last year to the extent of 
1,515 ; the death-rate is 1-3 under the rate for that quarter, and 0-7 under 
_ the average for the first quarter of the ten years 1888-97. 
_ Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1897, the 
| returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show an

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increase of 1,375, or 3:0 per cent., in the average number of Workhouse 
inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 11,287, or 
20:0 per cent, in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 
Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years 
1888-97 the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 941, 
and the number of persons on out-door relief an increase of 5,972, the 
total under both heads being 6:4 per cent. above the average for the 
first quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2°3 per cent. 
The annual marriage-rate (4°5 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the fourth quarter of 1897 is 0°3 over 
the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1887-96.

The marriages (5,160) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter 
of 1897 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:5 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being equal to the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1896, and 0:3 over the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten 
years 1887-96. The total number of marriages registered during the 
year was 22,841, or 50 per 1,000 of the population; 15,696 werc

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DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
31st March last was 24,497—12,076 males and 12,421 females—afford- 
ing an annual ratio of 1 in every 46:4, or 21°6 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the ten 
years 1888-97 was 22:3 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 24:9 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 17°9; in Ulster, 21:8; 
and in Connaught, 16°8. 

The county death-rates* range from 14°7 in Kerry to 30-4 in 
Dublin. Between these rates the lowest five are—Leitrim, 14°9; 
Donegal, 15:5; Sligo, 15-8; Longford, 16:2; and Galway, 16°8; and 
the highest five are—Wexford, 28:8; Antrim, 26:2; Meath, 25:3 ; 
Down, 24:5; and Westmeath, 22:7.

Ages.—Of the 24,497 deaths registered last quarter, 3,084, or 12°6 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 10,774, or 44:0 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 113-6 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 12-5 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 11-8 per cent.; in Ulster, 14-1 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
9°9 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 42°5 per cent. ; in 
Munster to 47-0 per cent.; in Ulster to 41-2 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 50°3 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

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HEALTH OF THE PHOPLE. 


Taking the country asa whole, and having regard only to the total 
number of deaths, the mortality statistics for last quarter are fairly 
satisfactory, the death-rate from all causes and that represented by 
the deaths from the principal zymotic diseases,* although not low, 
being slightly below the average for the corresponding quarter of 
the last ten years. However, this description cannot be applied to 
the state of the public health during the quarter, as there was a wide- 
spread prevalence of influenza, and the deaths from that disease and its 
complications were very numerous ; whooping-cough was prevalent in 
many districts, proving very fatal in some localities ; and enteric fever 
caused a large number of deaths in Dublin and Belfast. 


Diseases,—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered during last quarter is 1,233, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 1-1 per 1,000 living, being equal to the rate for the preceding 
three months, but 0°5 under that for the first quarter of last year, and 


0-1 under the average rate for the first quarter of the ten years 1888-97. — 


Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered during the 
quarter, nor do the Registrars’ Notes contain any reference to the 
occurrence of any cases of the disease. 


Measles.—In the corresponding quarter of last year there were 621 
deaths from measles, but the fatal cases last quarter numbered 64 only, 
or less than one-fourth of the average number for the first quarter of 
the last five years. The only Unions or Superintendent Registrars’ 
Districts in which five or more deaths from the disease were registered 
last quarter are Belfast, Killala, and Newtownards, in the first of which 
there were 12, and in each of the others 5, the number for Killala Union 
being equal to an average rate of 2:2 per 1,000 of the population. The 
total number for the province of Leinster is 3; for Munster, 9 ; for 
Ulster, 23 ; and for Connaught, 29. 


Scarlatina.—The number of deaths from scarlatina is 106, being 37 
below the average for the corresponding quarter of the last five years, 
and 25 under the number for the quarter ended 31st December last. 
More than one-third of the total mortality from scarlatina occurred in 
the Dublin Registration District, where the disease caused 40 deaths. 
Excluding the Unions into which this District extends, there are only 
2 in which scarlatina caused 5 or more deaths, viz., Belfast, where there 
were 5 fatal cases, and Glenamaddy, in which there were 6, a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 1:3 per 1,000 of the population. 
Grouping the deaths from scarlatina by Provinces we find that 53, or 
one-half of the total number, occurred in Leinster, 15 in Munster, 20 in 
Ulster, and 18 in Connaught. 


Typhus.—Although slightly in excess of the average (55) for the 
corresponding quarter of the last five years, deaths from typhus were not 
numerous, amounting as they do to 63 only, viz., 4 in Leinster, 28 in 
Munster—including 5 in Cahersiveen Union, and 6 (equal to an annual 
rate of 1:4 per 1,000 of the population), in Dungarvan Union—9 in 
Ulster (of which 5 were in Glenties Union), and 22 in Connaught, 
including 5 in the Union of Castlebar. 


Whooping-cough.—Deaths from whooping-cough, which had fallen 
from 554 for the first quarter of 1897 to 333 for the fourth quarter of 
that year, rose last quarter to 395, or 33 over the average number for 
the corresponding quarter of the last five years. The disease proved 
fatal in 86 of the 159 Unions, and in each of 29 of those 86 Unions 5 or 
more deaths were caused by it, the mortality in the following 14 Unions 
representing annual rates exceeding one per 1,000 of the population

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according to the Census of 1891 :—Carrick-on-Suir, 16 per 1,000 ; 
Celbridge, 1:9 ; Clogheen, 1‘6 ; Coleraine, 1:9 (the 16 deaths from the 
disease in that Union including 12—equal to an annual rate of 8 per 
1,000—in Aghadowey District) ; Ennis, 1:5; Enniscorthy, 1-7; Kenmare, 
12; Killarney, 1:6; Limavady, 1: 4 ; Londonderry, 2-1; Mount- 
bellew, es Parsonstown, ribs Roscommon, 1:8; and Stranorlar, 
1:3. There are also a few Unions in which, although the mortality 
from the disease was not, in proportion to population, as heavy as in 
those above-mentioned, deaths from whooping-cough were numerous: 

thus in Belfast Tlie there were 25 deaths ; in “DUbH North, 23; 

in Dublin South, 13 ; and in Tralee, 10. The total number for the 
Province of Leinster is 103; for Munster, 89; for Ulster, 155; and 
for Connaught, 48. 


Diphtheria.—There were 116 deaths from diphtheria registered, 
against an average of 97 for the corresponding quarter of the last five 
years: they were distributed as follows :—In Leinster, 35 ; in Munster, 
20 ; in Ulster, 59; and in Connaught, 2. Nearly one-fourth (28) of the 
total number occurred in Belfast Union ; 24 took place in the Dublin 
Registration District, and 10 were registered in Kinsale Union. 


Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—Only 25 deaths were re-. 
turned under this heading, viz., 10 in Leinster, 7 in Munster, 7 in 
‘Ulster ; and 1 in Connaught. 


Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric fever amount to 295, being 
124, or 73 per ceut., in excess of the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the last five years, but showing a decline of 18 as compared 
with the number for the quarter ended 3lst December last. More 
than one-third of the total mortality from this cause occurred in the 
Union of Belfast, where there were 116 deaths from it—a number 
équal to an annual rate of 1:6 per 1,000 of the population according 
to the census of 1891—and 70 deaths were registered in the Unions of 
Dublin North and Dublin South. The only Unions in other parts of 
-the.country where 5 or more deaths from enteric fever were registered 
are :—Clogheen, 5 deaths (equal to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000 of 
-the population); Cork, 7; Kilmallock, 6; and Rathdown, 6. The 
total number for the Province of Leinster is 94; for Munster, 44 ; 
for Ulster, 148 ; and for Connaught, 9. 


Diarrhoea.—The number of deaths from diarrhea is 167, being 12 
under the average for the corresponding quarter of the last five years : 
49 occurred in Leinster, 30 in Munster, 74 in Ulster, and 14 in 
Connaught. 

Simple Cholera.— Two deaths—both in Leinster—were ascribed to 
this disease. 

Hy drophobia,—One death from this cause was registered ; it occurred 
in the province of Munster. 

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Measles in-32 districts, German measles in 3, scarlatina in 
18, whooping-cough in 67, diphtheria in 9, fever in 34 (typhus 9, 
simple continued and ill-defined fever 3, and enteric 22), influenza in 234. 
and mumps in 9. :

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
first quarter of the year 1898, there were 13,449 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 4,263 cases the operation was postponed, and 25 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,768 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 19,505 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. It will be observed 
from the Registrars’ Notes on pages 80-92 that in many districts the 
prevalence of influenza and whooping-cough prevented the general 
vaccination of children. 

EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Jreland during the quarter 
ended 3lst March last, was 3,932 (2,226 males and 1,706 females) 
being 618 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year, but 
2, 662 under the average number for the first quarter of the ten years 
1888-97.

In the first quarter 
of 1897 the average price was 54d. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 15s. 3d. per cwt., being 2s. 6d. over the average for the 
corresponding quarter of 1897. In the first quarter of 1888 the 
average price was 14s. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. 9d. to 5s. dd. In the first quarter of 1897 
the average prices were ls. 9d. to 3s. 3d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1888 they were 2s. 2d. to 2s. 8d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 44s. to 54s. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1897 the average prices were from 45s. 6d, to 56s, 6d., and 
in the first quarter of 1888 they were from 49s. 6d. to 59s.

— One 
death registered at 102 years, which I 
believe to be correct, as I know the person 
for over 30 years. 


Roscrea ; Borris-in-Ossory.—Influenza 
has been prevalent for the last month of 
quarter. The small number of vaccinations 
is owing to the Medical Officer’s iJIness and 
the influenza,

Detyin ; Clonmellon.—Owing to the pre- 
valence of influenza some children were not 
brought in for vaccination. 


Detvin; Delvin, W. — Influenza has 
been very prevalent, and I had many caxes 
removed to Workhouse hospital. The 
mortality in it is very low, which, to a great 
extent, may be attributed to improved 
night nursing. 


MuLLINGAR; Castletown Geoghegan.— 
In one case a man bitten by a dog died of 
enteric fever. His death was not registered 
in this quarter, but I expect to have it 
registered early in coming week. Influenza 
in a good many parts of the district. In some 
of the cases the temperature in uncom- 
plicated cases reached 104, but under treat- 
it fell. in from twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours, to normal. 


Mvuunear; Milltown.—Influenza pre- 
valent throughout the district. | No vacci- 
nations on account of the severity of the 
season, an¢ I would say the prevalence of 
influenza.

a mild type prevailed through the quarter. 
As a consequence I wasnot able to vaccinate 
any children. - There were three deaths 
from influenza in the quarter. 


Enniscortuy ; Killann.—A severe out- 
break of influenza throughout district.

—Influenza 
very prevalent all over the district.

New Ross; Fethard, No. 2.—Owing to 
the influenza epidemic there were no vacci- 
nations performed during the past quarter. 


New Ross; New Ross, W.—Influenza 
was prevalent during the past quarter. A 
great number of the deaths of old people re- 
gistered were due to it as the primary cause.

— Influenza 
rather prevalent for the last seven days. 


Kinuapysert ;~ Ballynacally, W.— 
Whooping-cough was very common this 
quarter, and interfered with vaccination | 
and the attendance at the National schools, 


Kiiruss ; Carrigaholt.—-Intluenza preva- 
lent during the months of February and 
March; vaccination had to be postponed in 
consequence, 


Kitkusn ; Craggaknock. — Vaccination 
had to be postponed owing to the prevalence 
of whooping-cough and influenza. 


Kitrusp; Kilrush, W.—A severe epi- 
demic of whooping - cough during the 
quarter. Influenza of a mild type also pre- 
vailed. 


Limerick ; Bridgetown.—Influenza and 
whooping-cough, both of a mild nature, 
were prevalent during the last three 
months, but no deaths are reported from 
either cause. Owing to the prevalence of 
whooping - cough the parents have not 
brougkt in their children for vaccination. 


ScarnirF ; Feakle,—Vaccination is very 
slow in consequence of influenza. 


Tutta; Tulla, W.—There were a large 
number of cases of typhoid fever of a mild 
type recently. Influenza is now very preva- 
lent.

Banpon; Bandon, W.—Influenza was 
As in former 
epidemics, pulmonary complications were 
frequently met with. The death of a man 


aged 112 years was registered. 


Bantry ; Durrus and Kilcrohane.— 
Vaccination very low, owing to an epidemic 
of measles in first month of quarter, and an 
epidemic -of influenza for past month; in 
fact, two schools in district are closed for 
past ten days on account of influenza. 
Seven of the deaths registered are 80 years 
and upwards, one 77 years. 


Bantry ; Glengarriff.—Measles is preva- 
lent in the Kileaskan electoral division at 
present. 
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CasTLETOWN ; Kilcatherine.—Influenza 
and whooping cough prevalent, which re- 
tards vaccination. 


Cork ; Carrigaline, No. 1.—Vaccination 
has been resumed, and is now going on 
steadily. 


Cork ; Carrigaline, No. 2.—Whooping- 
cough and influenza rather prevalent. 


Cork; Carrignavar, No. 2.-—Vaceinations 
put off owing to the number of children 
suffering from colds. 


Cork ; Whitechurch.--One case of diph- 
theria, which died on the second day; no 
other case has since occurred. 


DuxManway; Ballineen.—-Did not vac- 
cinate during the past six months. 


DuNMANWAY ; Dunmanway, W.—A mild 
epidemic of German measles, in consequence 
of which the cases of children vaccinated 
are few. 


KanturK; Kanturk, W.— Whooping- 
cough has been very prevalent, owing to 
which I had to practically postpone vac- 
cinations. I registered the death of a 
woman aged 105 years, who had been 
getting about until a few days before her 
death. 


Kanturk; Milford.—One case of enteric 
fever registered, uncertified. 


Kirmatiock ;— Charleville, part of-— 
The two cases of death from typhoid fever 
registered, died in the last quarter. There 
has been one death from typhoid fever this 
quarter, but itis not yet registered. There 
were four cases of scarlet fever, and six 
cases of typhoid fever during this quarter. 
The scarlet fever cases were sent to hospital, 
and are now convalescent. Five cases of 
typhoid were sent to hospital, four of whom 
recovered, and one died—the one case re- 
maining outside died. For past six weeks 
there has been no case of infectious disease. 
At present we have a good many cases of 
mild influenza. To-day I got notification 
of a case of typhoid fever at Coombs in 
this district. 


Kinsate; Bally feard.—One death from 
croup registered. Four cases of diphtheria 
occurred in one family recently, now con- 
yalescent. No new cases occurred. Vac- 
cination not done, owing to the inclement 
weather and diphtheria epidemic. Health 
now very fair. 

KinsALeE ; Kinsale, W.—Twelve cases of 
diphtheria treated in Union hospital, all 
brought in from rural districts. 


Macroom ; Clonmoyle.—Influenza was 
very prevalent during the past two months. 


Macroom; Inchigeelagh.—There existed 
during the quarter an epidemic of influenza 
attacking children more especially, and 
causing death in two cases, registered. 

Matiow ;_ _ Ballyclogh. — Influenza, 
whooping-cough, bronchitis, and skin dis- 
eases prevailed, which almost completely 
stopped vaccination.

Matiow ; Rahan.--One death is regis- 
tered from diphtheria, the only case which 
occurred during the quarter.

DincteE; Anascaul.—Vaccination was 
postponed owing to an epidemic of whoop- 
ing-cough. 


DINGLE ; Castlegregory —-Some cases of 
of typhus, but owing to precautions taken, 
there is now only one house infectec. I ex- 
pect the patients in this house to be con- 
valescent now. 


DinaLE; Dingle, W.—JInfluenza is 
epidemic for the last two months, and is 
spreading fast. It has proved very fatal in 
people suffering from old chest affections, 


Dinets; Ventry.---Influenza prevalent 
all over the district ; five deaths registered, 








KILLARNRY; Coom.— Three cases of 
typhoid fever since last report. The death 
of a woman aged 110 years has _ been 
registered. 


KILLARNEY; Killarney, No.1, W.— 
Whooping-cough prevalent during quarter. 


Kiiarney 3 Killorglin. — Only just 
begun to vaccinate for the year owing to 
the prevalence of whooping-cough, and the 
unfitness of the weather. 


KILLARNEY; Milltown. — Whooping- 
cough became epidemic. Scarlatina (of 
which there have been several cases) 
threatened to become so, but both have al- 
most disappeared. One case of typhoid 
fever, and fear there may be a good many 
more. 


ListowEL ; Ballyduff.—Vaccination had 
to be postponed owing to epidemics of 
Mumps and whoopiag-cough. 


LisrowEt ; Listowel, W.—Vaccination 
was vostponed owing to the appearance of 
scarlatina and rétheln (German measles), 
during the month of February. 


ListowEl.; Tarbert, No.1, part of.— 
Mumps prevalent in the Tarbert division. 


TRALEB ; Ardfert. — Influenza prevails 
very much at present, especially in the 
Ballyheigue district. 


TRALEE;  Castleisland. — Whooping- 
cough prevalent in first month of quarter, 
causing three deaths of children; has now 
quite disappeared. Influenza prevalent 
during the harsh weather of March. 


TRALEE; Castlemaine. — The recent 
hard weather affected the health of aged 
and infirm people, whose deaths have been 
registered, 


Limerick County. 


Croom; Castletown.— Several cases of 
enteric fever occurred in that part of the 
district which extends in the Charleville 
direction, and three deaths were registered 
from this disease. 


KILMALLOCK ; Bruree,—Eight cases of 
enteric fever of a mild type ; registered one 
death from the disease. Every case of the 
above fever occurred amongst the farming 
class, 


KrrmMaALiock; Charleville, part of:—See 
note under head of Cork County. 


KitMALLock; Kilfinnane. — Influenza 
very prevalent, especially amongst young 
children. ‘ 


KitMALLocx ; Kilmallock, W.-- Influenza 
very prevalent at present. There were 
several cases of scarlatina of a mild type. 


Limerick ; Annacotty.—A family. con- 
sisting of father, mother, and seven children, 
suffered from typhus fever. The children 
were sent to hospital, where one died. The 
father and mother were treated at home and 
recovered. 
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Limerick; Caherconlish.-- Vaccination 
postponed owing to influenza, and a good 
many children suffering from eczema. 

ListOWEL; Tarbert, No.1, part of. — 
See note under head of Kerry county. 


ListoWwEL; Tarbert, No. 2.— Influenza 
rather prevalent at present. 


MITcHELsTOWN ; Galbally —Owing to 
an epidemic of influenza, with chest com- 
plications, I had to postpone vaccination 
until mild weather sets in. 


MITcHELSTOWN ; Mitchelstown,part of.— 
See note under head of Cork County. 


NewoastLe; Ardagh.—Of the deaths 
registered, one was 102 years, three others 
95, 90, and 78 years. 


RATHKEALE; Askeaton.—Four cases of 
scarlatina occurred in this town ; the infec- 
tion was brought by a midwife who was 
nursing a family in the western part of this 
district, who were suffering from the disease ; 
the mother who was in childbirth and her 
infant died from the disease. By removing 
the midwife and her family to the Union 
hospital, andclosing the schools, I think 
we have stamped out the pte as no fresh 
cases have occurred, 


RATHKEALE; Pallaskenry.—Influenza is 
the only disease prevalent at present. 


RATHKEALE ;_ Shanagolden.—Scarlatina 
prevalent in northern portion of district. 


No deaths therefrom. 


TIPPERARY; Cappagh, part of.—In- 
fluenza and whooping-cough prevalent. 


Tipperary County. 


BoRRISOKANE: Borrisokane, W.— In- 
fluenza and pneumonia prevalent during 
quarter,from which no deaths have occurred, 


BorRIsOKANE; Cloghjordan.-—Influenza 
is epidemic, and as many as eight deaths were 
due to it in one week. There were hundreds 
of cases, consequently vaccination was im- 
possible during March. 


BorrisoKaNnE; Terryglass.— Influenza 
and catarrhal affections prevalent, in con- 
sequence of which no succesful vaccina- 
tinns were registered. 


~ Catitan; Ballingarry. — Influenza is 
prevalent. 


Catan ; Mullinahone.—Some light cases 
of scarlatina in early part of quarter, and 
odd cases of influenza during quarter. 
Vaccination fairly attended to. 


CARRICK - ON-SvutrR; Garrangibbon. — 
Owing to the severity of the weather, and 
the prevalence of influenza, I considered it 
prudent to postpone vaccination, as there 
was danger of erysipelas arising. 


CasvHEL; Cashel, W.--Influenza very 


prevalent during last weeks of March. 


CasHEt; Killenaule. —No vaccinations 


done, owing to the severe weather. 
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CasuEeL; Kilpatrick.--Influenza very 
prevalent ; vaccination postponed in cases 
owing to complication of bronchitis and 
broncho-pneumonia. 


CLOGHEEN; Caher.—Vaccination had to 
be postponed in many cases, owing to the 
prevalence of whooping-cough andinfluenza, 


Nenacu; Nenagh, W—lInfluenza very 
prevalent, generally complicated with Jung 
affections, 


NENAGH ; Newport.— Whooping-cough 
has been very prevalent, and a number of 
children have to get time for vaccination. 


NENAGH ; Silvermines.—Vaccination was 
postponed owing to the inclemency of the 
season. 


NENAGH ; 7Joomyvara.—-There has been 
an epidemic of influenza very prevalent 
during past two months, and more than 100 
patients were treated for’ this disease by the 
Medical Ofticer. 


THURLES; Zemplemore.--Owing to the 
prevalent spread of influenza, nearly all 
cases of vaccination had to be postponed. 

Tavures; Thurles, W.--Influenza very 
prevalent. Some cases of typhoid fever, 
evidently due to impure water supply, 
occurred in urban district. 


TIPPERARY ; Cappagh, part of.—-See note 
under head of Limerick County. 


TIPPERARY: LEmly.-~ A very great 
amount of sickness prevailed, especially 
during the latter half of the quarter. In- 
fluenza and all kinds of chest diseases were 
more frequent than I ever experienced in 
this dispensary district, 

TIPPERARY; Golden.—- Influenza was 
prevalent. Parents did not bring their 
children for vaccination. 


TIpPerary; Tipperary, W.—Influenza 
has been very prevalent for the past two 
months. It was of a rather bad type, and 
accounted for the deaths of a large per- 
centage of the old people who died. 


Uruinerorp ; Kilcooly.—Influenza is 
very prevalent during past fortnight. There 
were a few cases of typhoid fever also, 
which I consider is due to bad ventilation, 
and bad sanitary arrangements. 


Waterford County. 


Carrick-on-Suir; Lathgormuck.—In- 
fluenza has been very prevalent, but now 
shows signs of abatement. 


Duncarvan; Dungarvan, W.—Influenza 
of a mild type was epidemic. I registered 
the deaths of two females, one aged 100, 
and the other 105 years; also the deaths of 
several persons who reached a very advanced 
age. 

Duncarvan ; Ringville—A number of 
cases of influenza, but the epidemic has now 
almost abated. 


DunGARVAN; Seskinan.—One case of 
typhus aud two of scarlet fever occurred, 
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DUNGARVAN ; 
fever prevalent. 

KitMactHoMas ; Kilmacthomas, W.— 
A great deal of sickness, particularly in- 
fluenza and bronchitis. 


Whitechurch. — Typhus 


LisMORE; Cappoquin.—Influenza pre- 
vailed in parts of the district during the 
latter half of the quarter, but happily no 
fatal results have come under my notice. 
Young and old suffered alike, and in some 
cases the symptoms were those of catarrhal 
gastro-enteritis, viz.—malaise, shivering, 
anorexia, with nausea and epigastric pain, 
nervous anxiety, and a high temperature— 
100 to 102 and 103—with severe frontal 
headache, &e. 


WATERFORD; Waterford, No. 1, W.— 
The death of a woman is recorded at J04 
years, from the workhouse ; she is said to 
have entered the Union in 1854, and to 
have been 60 years then. 


WATERFORD; Woodstown.—The small 
number of vaccinations is due to the pre- 
valence of influenza and bronchitis. 


YouGuat; Ardmore.—Influenza is very 
prevalent. 


YouGuHat; Clashmore.—Influenza, com- 
plicated for the most part with affections of 
the respiratory organ (bronchial catarrh, 
congestion of. the lungs, pleurisy) has been 
attacking young, middle-aged, and old. One 
death of a child under one year has up to 
the present been certified to have been 
caused by it, 


III. PROVINCE OF ULSTER. 
Antrim County. 


AnTRIM; Crumlin. —A large number of 
deaths of children and old people have been 
registered, owing to the prevalence of 
whooping-cough and influenza, the latter 
indirectly taking off a large number of very 
old people. 


Antrim ; Doagh.—Influenza of a severe 
type has been widely prevalent in this neigh- 
bourhood during the quarter, also whooping- 
cough. 


AntrIM; Randalstown.— Influenza has 
been, and still is, very prevalent. The death- 
rate in old people very high from chest 
complications following influenza. Of the 
deaths registered fourteen were respectively 
aged: one each at 70, 71, 74, 75, and 77 
years; four at 80 years; one each at 86, 
87, and 88 years, and two at 92 years. 


ANTRIM ;  Templepatrick.—Diseases_ of 
the respiratory organs pretty common, but 
no epidemic. 

BALLYCASTLE; Croagh —-The vaccina- 
tion has been. below the average owing to 
the rough weather, but I expect to doa 
good. many during April, as I have to 
attend at two stations. 


BALLYMENA ; Ballymena, W.—Registered 
one death at 994 years. ; j

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BALLYMENA; Broughshane.—-There has 
been an epidemic of whooping-cough during 
the last three months. 


BALLYMENA; Clogh.— Chest affections 
have been most prevalent, and two deaths 
have been registered from influenza. 


BALLYMENA; Toome.—Pertussis (whoop- _ 
ing-cough) with bronchial complications 
very prevalent. One death from typhoid 
fever; disease not spreading. Influenza, with 
severe pulmonary and gastric complications, 
very prevalent through entire district. 
High mortality amongst the very old. 

Battymoney ; Dervock.— Diseases of the 
respiratory organs have been prevalent 
during the quarter. 

BALLYMONEY ; Dirraw. — Whooping- 
cough has overrun the district since Novem- 
ber, 1897, with the result that parents will 
not present their children for vaccination 
on account of either being infected, or 
else amongst others in their household, and 
anticipating an attack. A most severe 
epidemic. 

LARNE; Ballycarry.—Scarlet fever pre- 
valent. Influenza also prevalent with 
bronchial complications, {wo deaths there- 
frem. Six deaths registered of persons 
whose ages ranged from 80 to 90 years, 
three over 70 years. 


LaRNE; Carrickfergus.-—Influenza pre- 
valent during quarter. 


LisBuRN; Glenavy.—Death average ex- 
ceptionally high, mainly due to influence of 
influenza on aged and debilitated subjects. 


LisBuRN; Lisburn, part of, W. —Three 
deaths registered as having been caused by 
influenza. Chest affections very prevalent, 
and a good many proved fatal. There 
have, I believe, been a great many cases of 
scarlatina, but fortunately not many were 
fatal. Of the forty-two deaths registered, 
nine were between 80 and 90 years of age, 
and one 90 years. 


Armagh County. 


ArMAGH; Blackwatertown.— Very few 
children were vaccinated, the smallest num- 
ber I ever remember, due to an epidemic of 
catarrhal affections amongst children, and 
also to the severity of the weather. 


ArMAGH ; Keady.—Influenza and whoop- 
ing-cough have been very prevalent. 


ArmaGu; Loughgall._During the quar- 
ter pneumonia was very prevalent, and in 
the month of March a very large number 
of cases of influenza. : 

ARMAGH ; Markethill.— Whooping-cough 
has been prevalent during the quarter, but 
did not cause any death. 

BANBRIDGE; Tanderagee. — Whooping- 
cough was very prevalent at the commence- 
ment of the quarter, but has now disappeared. 
A very serious epidemic of influenza has 
been also prevalent since the beginning of 
February, and several deaths have been 
attributed thereto.

of cases. 


Newey ; Forkill. — Influenza prevalent in 
some portions of the district. The number 
of primary vaccinations is very small. 


Newry ; Meigh.—Influenza very preva- 
lent.

1S' very prevalent, and is causing much 
sickness. 


GALWAY ; Turloughmore.—The nervous 
type of influenza is prevalent here. 


GLENNAMADDY ; Dunmore.—Measles has 
been very prevalent. 


GLENNAMADDY; Glennamaddy, W.— 
There was an epidemic of measles and 
scarlatina. The disease is now wholly 
disappearing. 

GLENNAMADDY ; Wiilliamstewn.—There 
have been epidemics of measles and whoop- 
ing-cough. 

Gort; Ardrahan.—An_ epidemic of 
mumps has existed, which rendered vac- 
cination impossible, as almost all children 
under eight years were affected. A good 
many adults also caught the disease, and very 
often with grave results, metastasis being 
a prominent form. ‘The disease is now on 
the decline. Influenza is prominent in 
district for past month. 


Gort; Kinvarra. — An epidemic of 
mumps prevailed, of a mild type, chiefly 
amongst children, but some grown people 
were attacked also. This, and the cold 
weather fcr some time past, prevented the 
people from bringing in the children for 
vaccination. 


LouGuREA; Athenry.—The deaths of 
persons aged respectively 93, 88, 88, 87,

LouGurREA ; Woodford.—Mumps,whoop- 
ing cough, and a severe form of influenza 
prevalent. 


MounT Briurw ; Clonbrock.—Epiaemic 
of influenza, 


Mount BELLEW ; Mount Bellew, W.— 
Measles has prevailed in some parts of the 
district, also influenza and whooping-cough. 
They have not yet disappeared. 


OuGHTERARD; Cloonbur, No. 1. —In- 
fluenza very prevalent. 


OUGHTERARD; Cloonbur, No. 2.—A 
very severe epidemic of measles, complica- 
ted with whooping-cough and _ broncho- 
pneumonia, was prevalent, with one fatal 
case. The destitution and result of potato 
crop failure, together with the entire ab- 
sence of milk, was of very serious import, 
and will in my opinion materially affeet the 
health of the district in future. 


OUGHTERARD ; Lettermore.—One death 
(no: yet registered) from typhoid fever has 
occurred. There were two cases of ill- 
defined fever, which recovered. The case 
of typhoid fever seems to be sporadic. The 
number of deaths registered is above the 
average ; this is due partly to the fact that 
a number of outstanding cases (which 
should have been registered during last 
quarter) were called in.

Influenza has been very prevalent in parts 
of the district in February and March. 
Whooping-cough has also prevailed in one 
neighbourhood. 


MouitLt; Carrigallen.—There were a 
few cases of scarlatina, two of typhoid; 
both recovered; and recently, some cases of 
influenza.

Batuina; Ballina, part of, W.-- 
Owing to a severe epidemic of measles, 
there was no vaccination performed.

BALLINROBE; Cong.—A death was re- 
gistered at the age of 102 years. 


BALuINrRoBE ; Hol/ymount.—There has 
been no vaccination practically, owing to 
severe epidemic of influenza. There were 
some cases ot typhoid fever. 


BELMULLET ; Bangor.—Vaccination post- 
poned owing to measles, of which there was 
a severe epidemic. Influenza very pre- 
valent. 


BELMULLET; Binghamstown, W. -- A 
very severe epidemic of measles and whoop- 
ing-cough has raged, attacking people of 
all ages. Of the deaths which occurred, 
17 were people between the ages of 65 and 
106 years. Owing to the debilitated state 
of the children after the measles and whoop- 
ing-cough, I had to postpone vaccination.

During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered in 
the 802 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 27,741 births—a number equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 24°4 in every 1,000 of the estimated population 
—and 22,358 deaths, representing an annual rate of 19°7 per 1,000. 
In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal 
Trish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 13,939 persons emigrated. 
A decrease of 8,556 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in the 
population during the quarter, The population estimated to the middle 
of this year is 4,543,782.* 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was.29°6 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 16°2 per 1,00v. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°1 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97, and 0-3 over 
the rate for the second quarter of last year. The deaths exceed those 
registered in the corresponding quarter of last year by 498; the 
death-rate is 0°6 over the rate for that quarter, and 1:1 over the 
average for the second quarter of the ten years 1888-97. : ee 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1897, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show an 
increase of 1,678, or 4:0 per cent., in the average number of Workhouse 
inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 27,560, or 
49-1 per cent. in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the second quarter of the ten years 
1888-97 the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 1,611,

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and the number of persons on out-door relief an increase of 23,173, the 
total under both heads being 24:1 percent. above the average for the 
second quarter of tlhe ten years, The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2°3 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (6:3 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the first quarter of 1898 is 0°3 over 
the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years.

MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (7,191) registered in Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1898 are equivalent to an annual rate of 6:3 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:4 under the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1897, and 0°3 over the average rate for the first quarter of the ten years 
1888-97. Of the total number of marriages, 5,794 were registered under 
the provisions of the 26 & and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,397 under the 
7 & 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to 6°8 per 1,000. of 
the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a 
rate of 5-0 per 1,000-of the members of all other religious persuasions. 
Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the last ten years 
the rate for Roman Catholic marriages shows an increase of 0°6, and that 
for all other marriages a decrease of 0:2, It is to be borne in mind that 
in many parts of the country the greater portion of the annual number 
of Roman Catholic marriages ,are'celebrated in the first quarter, while, 
as regards other marriages, there is generally but little difference in the 
number registered in the several quarters,

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
June last was 27,741—14,280 boys and 13,461 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 40°9, or 24-4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97 was 28,205, equivalent 
to an annual rate of 24-3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population 
of those years. | | 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are-- 
Leinster, 24°3 per 1,000 of the population, according to the Census of 
1891; Munster, 22-5; Ulster, 25:6; and Connaught, 19:7. 

The highest county birth-rate* is 32:0 for Antrim, and the lowest 
17-4 for Monaghan. Of the intermediate rates the highest five are— 
Down, 30:3; Dublin, 30:3; Kerry, 24:5; Londonderry, 23°8 ; and

The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
30th June last was 22,358—10,987 males and 11,371 females—afford- 
ing an annual ratio of 1 in every 50°8, or 19-7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the ten 
years 1888-97 was 18°6 per 1,000. 3 ; 

The death-rate in Leinster was 20-0 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 19°3; in Ulster, 19°5 ; 
and in Connaught, 15:8. ae 

The county death-rates* range from 14°6 in Donegal and Leitrim 
to 22-4 in Antrim. Between these rates the lowest five are—Mayo, 
15-6; Galway, 15-7; Louth, 15°9; Longford, 16:2; and Wicklow, 
16-2; and the highest five are—Dublin, 22-2; Down, 21:6; Water- 
ford, 21:5; Kilkenny, 21:4; and Wexford, 20-7.

Ages.—Of the 22,358 deaths registered last quarter, 2,724, or 12-2 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 9,595, or 42:9 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under | year old are equal to 98:2 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 13:2 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 11-8 per cent. ; in Ulster, 12-6 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
98 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 40°6 per cent. ; in 
Munster to 45:3 per cent.; in Ulster to 39:9 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 51'5 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Jt has been already observed that the general death-rate for last 
quarter is somewhat in excess of the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the last ten years. The increase was in deaths of persons 
aged 60 years and upwards, and is, doubtless, due to the prevalence of 
influenza and its complications, reported by a large number of Registrars 
to have been very marked. The mortality from the principal zymotic 
diseases,* taken collectively, compares favourably with the average for 
the June quarter of the last five years, an increase in the deaths 
from some of these aflections being more than counterbalanced by a 
decline in the deaths from others of their number. There was a heavy 
mortality from enteric fever in Belfast ; whooping-cough was very 
prevalent in many localities ; and fatal cases of typhus, although not 
very numerous, were considerably in excess of the average ; but, on 
the other hand, except in a few districts, the mortality from measles 
and scarlatina was remarkably low. 

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered is 1,090, equivalent to an annual rate of 1:0 per 
1,000 living, being 0:1 under the rate for the preceding three months, 
0-2 under that for the second quarter of last year, and 0-1 under the 
average rate for the second quarter of the ten years 1888-97,

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Small-pox.—-No deaths from small-pox were registered, nor are there 
any cases of the disease reported in the Registrars’ Notes. 

Measles.—For the last twelve months the mortality from measles 
has been very light. The number of deaths for last quarter is 63, 
only, which differs but little from any of the respective numbers for the 
three preceding quarterly periods, but is not quite one-fourth of the 
number for the corresponding quarter of last year, and is little more 
than one-fourth of the average for the second quarter of the five years 
1893-7. One-fourth of the 68 deaths for last quarter occurred in the 
county Down portion of Belfast Union or Superintendent Registrar’s 
District, and one-third in the county of Mayo. The deaths (9) from 
the disease in Ballina Union are equal to an annual rate of 1°3 per 
1,000 of the population, and those (5) in Belmullet Union represent an 
annual rate of 1:4 per 1,000. The total number for the province of 
Leinster is 8, for Munster 4, for Ulster 21, and for Connaught 35. 


Scarlatina.— Deaths from scarlatina, which had fallen from 131 for 
the fourth quarter of last year to 106 for the first three months of this 
year further declined last quarter to 65, or one-half of the average for 
the corresponding quarter of the last five years and 48 under the 
number for the second quarter of 1897. In Parsonstown Union 
there were 7 deaths from scarlatina, a number equal to an annual rate 
of 1 per 1,000 persons, this being the only Union in which the 
mortality reached that rate, and of those 7 deaths, 5— equal to an annual 
rate of 3°6 per 1,000—occurred in Banagher District. There were 7 
deaths from the disease in Belfast Union, 5 in the Union of Dublin 
North, 9 in Dublin South Union, and 5 in Kilmallock Union ; the 
remaining 32 deaths were distributed over 24 Unions, and there are 
130 Unions in which no deaths from this cause were registered. The 
total number for the province of Leinster is 30 ; for Munster, 13 ; for 
Ulster, 21 ; and for Connaught, 1. 


- gyphus caused 79 deaths against 63 for the preceding quarter and 
an average of 55 for the second quarter of the last five years. More

Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—The average number of 
deaths returned under this heading for the second quarter of the five 
years, 1893-7 was 42 ; the number for last quarter is 32, of which 13 
were in Leinster (including 5—equal to an annual rate of 5:7 per 1,000 
ot the population—in Leighlinbridge District, Carlow Union) ; 7 in 
Munster ; 8 in Ulster; and 4 in Connaught. 

Enteric Fever.—Owing to the large. number of deaths from the 
disease in the City of Belfast, the mortality from enteric fever in Lreland 
last quarter, although showing some decline as compared with that for 
the preceding three. months, was much in excess.of the average for the 
June quarter of the last five years, The number of deaths is 253, 
being 42 under the number for the March quarter of this year—mainly 
due to a substantial decrease in fatal cases of the disease in the Dublin 

Registration District— but 98, or 63 per cent., over the average for the 
second quarter of the five years, 1893-97.. The deaths from enteric 
fever in Belfast City form 55 per cent. of the total number for Treland ; 
they amount to 140, a number equal toan annual rate of 1°8 per 1,000 
of the estimated population of the city, and showing an increase of 21 
as compared with the number for the first quarter of this year.-' On the 
other hand, the enteric fever deaths in the Dublin Registration District 
fell from 68 for the March quarter to 29 for last quarter.

Simple Cholera.— There were only 2 deaths ascribed to this disease ;

_ The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
second quarter of the year 1898, there were 26,870 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 3,410 cases the operation was postponed, and 23 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,608 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 31,911 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Ivish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Jreland during the quarter 
ended 30th June last, was 13,939 (5,898 males and 8,041 females), 
being 2,165 less than in the corresponding quarter of last year, and 
13,148 under the average number for the second quarter of the ten 


years 1888-97.

The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-Ib. loaf for last 
quarter was 7d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the second 
quarter of 1897 the average price was 5d. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 16s. Od. per cwt., being 3s. 3d. over the average for the 
corresponding quarter of 1897. In the second quarter of 1888 the 
average price was 14s. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. 11d. to 5s. 10d. In the second quarter of 1897 
the average prices were as. 4d. to ds. 10d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1888 they were 2s. Od. to 2s. 6d. ; 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 45s. to 55s. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1897 the average prices were from 46s. Od. to 62s. Od., and 
in the second quarter of 1888 they were from 52s. Od. to 62s. Od. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the Uity of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 20s. to 18s. per ton. 

The highest price of 2% per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £1113, and the lowest £1092. The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank of 
Ireland, which had been raised to 4 per cent. on 15th October, 1897, 
and to 44 per cent. on 7th April last, was reduced to 4 per cent. on 
26th May, and to 34 per cent. on 30th June,

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The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the second quarter of 1898 was 43,805, or 1,678 over 
the average for the corresponding period in 1897. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 83,747, being 27,560 over the average for the second 
quarter of 1897.

The mean height of the barometer during the second quarter of 1898 
was 29°896 inches, being ‘124 inch under the average for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the five years 1893-97 ; the highest reading (30°375 
inches) was on the 14th June, at 9 a.m., wind E.N.E, ; and the lowest 
(29-139 inches) on the 3rd May, at 9 a.m., wind 8.E. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 50-7", or 0°9° 
under the average for the second quarter of the five years 1893-97. 
The maximum temperature was 73-0°, and the minimum 26°6°. The 
maximum heat in sun was 135°6°. 

Rain or snow fell on 55 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 

measured 7:660 inches, being 2°036 inches over the average for the 
second quarter of the five years 1893-97. The greatest monthly rainfall 
was in May, when 3380 inches were registered. 
The wind blew on 32 days from W., on 17 days from E., on 13 days 
from §., on 10 days from N., on 7 days from S.W., on 5 days from 
N.W., on 2 days each from N.E. and 8.E., and the air was calm on 
3 days at 9 A.M. 

April.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-837 inches ; the highest reading (30°201 inches) was on the 24th, at 
9 pM., air calm; and the lowest (29-309 inches) on the 30th, at 9 a.m., 
wind E. The mean temperature of the air was 47°6°, the maximum 
registered was 63-8°, and the minimum 26°6°. The 7th was the warmest 
day, and the 5th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 
47‘7°, and of the wet bulb 44°8°. The maximum heat in sun was 
120:7°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 150°8 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 12-1 hours on the l4th. The maximum 
ozone was 1:0, the minimum °1, and the mean ‘7. Rain or snow fell on 
16 days. The rain-fall measured 2-330 inches ; the greatest amount in 
24 hours was ‘750 inch on the 30th. 

May.—The mean height of the barometer during this month. was 
29-867 inches ; the highest reading (30°341 inches) was on the 6th, at 
9 p.m, air calm; and the lowest (29:139 inches) on the 3rd, at 
9 a.m., wind S.E. The mean temperature of the air was 49°3°, the 
maximum registered was 63:8°, and the minimum 31:3°, The 8th was 
the warmest day, and the 16th the coldest night. ‘The mean of the dry 
bulb was 49-2°, and of the wet bulb 46:6°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 126°4°, and the minimum on the grass was 25:1°, The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 10 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 182-6 hours, the greatest daily amount being 14°1 hours 
on the 14th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum ‘4, and the 
mean -9. Rain or snow fell on 23 days. The rain-fall measured 3°380 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘810 inch on the 2nd. 

June.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-983 inches; the highest reading (30°375 inches) was on the 14th, 
at 9 A.M., wind E.N E. ; and the lowest (29°339 inches) on the 25th, at 
9 a.m., wind W.N.W. The mean temperature of the air was 55°3°, the 
maximum registered was 73-0°, and the minimum 399°. The 17th 
was the warmest day, and the 2nd the coldest night. ‘The mean of the 
dry bulb was 55:9°, and of the wet bulb 52-9°.' The-maximum heat 
in sun was 135-6°, and the minimum on the grass 314°. The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 1 night. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 193-7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 14°5 hours 
on the 9th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum ‘1, and the 
mean °6. Rain or snow fell on 16 days. The rain-fall measured 1°950 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was -290 inch on the 23rd.

been very high, owing to prevalence of 
influenza.

BavrotHERY; Lusk.—Whooping-cough 
prevalent during the early part of the 
quarter, and there were six fatal cases 
amongst the very poor children, the disease 
being complicated with pneumonia. 


Kildare County. 


Cetpripvce; Celbridge, W.—Whooping- 
cough prevalent, but no death registered. 

EpENDERRY 3; Carbury. — Vaccination 
impossible owing to influenza, whooping- 
cough, and chicken- pox ; the former is still 
in district. 

EpEenpverry ; Rathangan, part of-—Two 
deaths registered, 88 and 86 years of age, 
respectively. 

Naas; Kildare.— A slight outbreak of 
scarlatina. 

Naas; Newbridge. —A very severe form 
of influenza has been prevalent for some 
months past and is only now abating. 


Kilkenny County. 
CaLuAN ; Kilmaganny.— Whooping: cough 
still prevalent. 


CasTLEcoMER; Ballyragget. — Influenza 
(mild form) slightly prevalent, - 


CASTLECOMER; Castlecomer, W.—'The 
prevalence of north and easterly winds 
proved fatal to a great many old people. 


Kitkxesny ; Tullaroan. — Vaccination 
postponed on account of whooping- cough. 


New Ross; Dysartmoon.—One death — 
registered of a person 90 years of age. 


THOMASTOWN ; Knocktopher.—With the 
exception of influenza the district has been 
free from infectious diseases, 


THOMASTOWN; Thomastown, W.--The 
death of a man aged 102 years was regis- 
tered. 


Uriinerorn ; Urlingford, part of, W.— 
Five cases of typhoid fever and one of 
typhus fever have been treated in the 
Fever Hospital here, but none terminated 
fatally. 


King’s County. 


Epenperry ; Rathangan, part of.— 
See note under head of Kildare County. 


ParsoNsTown ; Killyon.—Scarlet fever 
prevalent, 


TULLAMORE ; Tullamore, W.—Seme in- 
fluenza still in district. Damp and low 
temperature favoured lung complications, 
generally pneumonic ; sometimes meningitis 
developed, always fatal. 


Louth County. 


ArRDEE; Castlebellingham. — Influenza 
and mumps prevalent during the quarter. 


ARDEE; Collon, part of —Vaccination in 
Louth portion of district is rather backward 
through prevalence of mumps, 
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DuNDALK; Barronstown, part of— 
Scarlet fever broke out in three houses, all 
in the townland of Tullydonnell. I had 
the cases isolated as well as was possible in 
small cabins and the houses limewashed 
and disinfected. There has been no re- 
currence of the disease. 


DunDALK ; Louth, part of.—Eight cases 
of death were registered depending on 
cardiac disease and its train of compli- 
cations. There were several cases of in- 
fluenza, colds, and also erysipelas, that 
came under my notice. 


Meath County. 


ARDEE; Collon, part of.—See note under 
head of Louth County. 

Kets; Moynalty, part of.—W hooping- 
cough is very prevalent and of a bad type. 


Westmeath County. 


MULLINGAR ; Killucan.— Measles has 
now appeared in the district; I saw five 
cases. The schools are closed. 


Wexford County. 


Enniscortuy ; Killann. — Whooping- 
cough very prevalent. One case of scarlet 
fever, one of measles. Intluenza also very 
prevalent. 


EnNIscORTHY 3; Newtownbarry, part of-— 
See note under head of Carlow County. 


New Ross; Old Ross. —Whooping-cough 
was prevalent. 


New Ross ; Templeludigan.—W hocping- 
cough prevalent throughout the district 
during the quarter. Vaccination had to be 
postponed in consequence. 


Wexrorp; Bannow.—Epidemic of in- 
fluenza is diminishing, and the cases becom- 
ing milder in type. 


Wicklow County. 


Ratupown ; Powerscourt. —Two deaths 
(not yet registered) from diphtheria in one 
family, and a third casein which the patient 
came through, in the same family. The 
disease is supposed to have been imported 
from another district. 


Raruprum ; Newcastle.—The ages of the 
deaths registered over 60 years of age are: 
90, 88, 76, 74,70, and 68 years respectively. 
The sewerage system for the village of Kil- 
pedder, reported on by me in the year 1892, 
is nearly completed. ‘lhe sewerage of Kil- 
coole village, recommended by me on the 14th 
May, 1896, has not yet been commenced, 
and, in this hot weather, the sewage matter 
running in the surface sewers is most 
dangerous to the health of the villagers. I 
also reported on the 26th August, 1897, the 
necessity of a main sewer for Newtown- 
mountkennedy, so as to be in a position to 
~ compel the householders to discharge their 
sewage into same (for, in some instances, 
the sewage runs across the pathway); this 
has not yet been commenced, 
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Clare County. 


BALLYVAGHAN; Ballyvaghan, W.—The 
average of all the deaths that have been 
registered during the quarter is 65 years, 


Corrorin ; Corrofin, W. — There was 
one case of true typhus, which, fortunately, 
owing to precautions taken, did not spread , 


ENNISTIMON ; Ennistimon, W, — I 
registered one death from the workhouse 
at the advanced age of 102 years. 


Kiirvusa; Carrigaholt.-A few cases of 
measles of a mild type at the Kilcredane 
Coast Guard Station. 


Ktirusu; Kilrush, W.—There has been 
a continuation of the epidemic of whooping- 
cough, butina very mildform. There have 
been a few cases of ill-defined fever 


LIMERICK ; Bridgetown. — German 
measles was very prevalent throughout the 
district, but no death occurred from this 
cause. 


Cork County. 


Bantry ; Durrus and Kilcrohane.— 
A few cases of measles and influenza. 


CaASTLRTOWN; Kilcatherine.— Whooping - 
cough and influenza prevalent, which has 
retarded vaccination. Nine deaths regis- 
tered of persons aged 80 years and upwards, 
and one death of a man aged 102 years. 


Cork ; Carrigaline, No. 1.—Vaccination 
has been proceeded with, and list of de- 
faulters nearly cleared off. 

Cork ; Carrigaline, No. 2.—Whooping- 
cough and influenza rather prevalent during 
the quarter. 


Cork; Cork, No. 1.—Influenza, prevalent 
during the quarter. 


Kanturk; Kanturk, W.— Whooping- 
cough very prevalent all over the district. 


Kiurmatiock; Charleville, part of— 
Thereis amild epidemic of scarlet fever in the 
Ballymackshanboy division of the district. 


Krinsate; Bally feard. — Diphtheria, 
measles, and scarlatina broke out in the 
district during the quarter. Two measles 
cases were complicated with bronchitis 
and one with double pneumonia; no deaths. 
Five cases of scarlatina occurred. 


Matiow; Buttevant.— Influenza very 
prevalent during the quarter. 


Mau.ow ; Rahan--Some cases of influ- 
enza in Clenor division, and one case of 
typhoid fever in Killavullen village. 


MircuErstowNn; Mitchelstown, part of, 
W,.—A severe form of influenza, com- 
plicated in most cases with pneumonia, was 
yery general, 
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Sku; Skull, W.—Thenumber of deaths 
is over the average, but six of these regis- 
tered occurred in the March of the previous 
quarter. Nine of the persons whose deaths 
were registered were over 70 years, four 
were over 80 years, and one over 90 years. 


Kerry County. 


CAHERSIVEEN ; Darrynane.—The measles 
epidemic has now quite disappeared, and, as 
a consequence, vaccination defaulters were 
coming in, until whooping-cough became 
prevalent, which had the effect of consider- 
ably reducing the incoming numbers. The 
sanitary condition of the district requires 
improvement. 


CAHERSIVEEN ; Emlagh.—Measles and 
typhus fever prevalent during early part of 
the quarter. Whooping-cough also preva- 
lent. No fresh cases of fever for the past 
month or five weeks. 


CAHERSIVEEN ; Glanbehy.--Six died of 
cough, one of gastritis, one of phthisis, one 
of influenza, four of whooping-cough, one 
of hepatic cirrhosis, four of old age, and one 
weak from birth. We had influenza and 
whooping-cough in the district for the past 
four months, and on that account we had no 
vaccinations, but the doctor has commenced 
to vaccinate now. 


DiIncLE; Anascaul. — Whooping-cough 
prevalent. Vaccination must be postponed 
in portion of the district. 


KEeNMARB ; Tuosist.—Of the six deaths of 
persons aged 60 years and upwards, the 
following ages were given—one each 68 and 
78, two 80, and one each 83 and 84 years, 


KILLARNEY; Coom. — Four cases of 
typhus fever, and one of typhoid fever. 
One death from the former disease registered. 
The typhus cases were confined to one 
family. 

KILLARNEY; Killarney, No.1, W.— 
No vaccinations, owing to prevalence of 
whooping-cough. 


KILLARNEY ; Milltown.—Some cases of 
typhoid, which threatened to become 
epidemic at one time. Scarlatina also at 
one time threatened to become epidemic. 


ListowE.; Ballyduffi—Vaccination post- 
poned owing to severe epidemic of whooping- 
cough. 


LisrowEt ; Ballyhorgan.—I registered 
the death of a woman aged 109 years, 
which age was well authenticated. An 
epidemic of whooping-cough caused the 
deaths of nine children, 


ListowEt.; Ballylongford. —There were 
four cases of typhus fever, with one death. 
There were also two cases of common con- 
tinued fever. All necessary sanitary pre- 
cautions were taken, and the district is at 
present free from contagious or infectious 
disease. Persons died whose ages were 
rppeaiid 60, 62, 65, 78, 81, 82, 86, 88, 
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TRALEE ; Ardfert.—Influenza has been 
very prevalent, especially in the Ballyheigue 
portion of the district. 


TRALEE; Castlemaine. — Scarlatina, 
which at one time threatened to become 
epidemic, has entirely disappeared ; 
whooping-cough is very prevalent in the 
western part of the district. 


Limerick County. 


Croom; Castletown.—Of the 14 deaths 
registered, 9 were stated to have been 
upwards of 80 years, one being 105, one 95, 
one 90, and two 85. ‘There have been a 
few cases of enteric fever in different 
parts of the district. ; 


KILMALLOCK ; Bruree.—Had three cases 
of enteric fever, and six of scarlet fever, all 
recovered ; isolation and disinfectants were 
used in every case, and the houses fumi- 
gated with sulphur candles, and thoroughly ° 
Jimewashed when the patients were well; 
the bed and clothes sent into the Union 
hospital to the steam chamber. 


KiitMatiock; Charleville, part of.—See 
note under head of Cork County. 


KILMALLOCK ; Kilfinnane.—Typhoid pre- 
valent during past quarter. No deaths from 
typhoid registered in the district, but two 
of the cases sent to hospital died in the 
institution. 


KitMALLock; Kilmallock, W.—Scarlet 
fever has been prevalent. The majority of 
the cases were of the mild type. Of the 
five deaths three occurred in the Union. 
The schools were the medium in nearly all 
cases of conveying the disease. Vaccina- 
tion, owing to the epidemic, is below the 
average. 


ListowEL; Tarbert, No. 2.—Pertussis 
(whooping-cough) rather rife at present. I 
have also had one case—a very mild one—of 
searlatina. I have taken very active mea- 
sures with a view of preventing it from 
spreading. So far I have been successful, 
and hope finally to stamp the disease out. 


MITCHELSTOWN; Galbally.—Scarlatina 
is prevalent ina portion of the district, and 
T have had two cases of enteric fever. 


MITCHELSTOWN ; Mitchelstown, part of.— 
See note under head of Cork County. 


NewoastLe ; Ardagh.—Three cases of 
fever during the month of June, but no 
death up to the present. 


Newoast_e ; Newcastle, W.—Influenz@ 
prevalent during quarter, 


RATHKEALE; Askeaton.—Influenza was 
very prevalent, in some cases it was ac- 
companied with lung symptoms. There were 
three cases of measles in children, who were 
brought from the city of Limerick, 


RATHKEALR ; Rathkeale, No. 1, W.—In- 
fluenza has been prevalent, Whooping- 
cough is now in thé district. 
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RATHKEALE; Rathkeale, No. 2.—There 
were two deaths from dysentery. 


RATHKEALE 3; Shanagolden.—Some cases 
of scarlatina occurred ; four deaths, three of 
which .have not as yet been registered. 
Whooping-cough had been prevalent, but 
is now dying out. 


Tipperary County. 


BorrisOKANE ; Cloghjordan.-—Epidemic 
of influenza and whooping -cough. 


BorrisoKane; Terryglass. — Of the 
persons whose deaths were registered, 7 
were aged 101, 89, 85, 84, 79, 74, and 71 
years respectively. 


CaLLAN; Mullinahone.—Influenza pre- 
valent; and caused the deaths of some very 
old people, ranging in ages as follows :-~ 
one at 80, 87, 86, 88, 96, and 102 years 
respectively. 


CasHEL; Cashel, W.--I have registered 
a death during the quarter of a woman who 
died at Workhouse hospital at the age 
of 109 years. 


CasHEeL; Kilpatrick.--Three cases of 
diphtheria occurred in one house; two died ; 
one under observation for six weeks. One 
case not as yet registered. 


CasHEL; Tullamaine.-—Of the 9 females 
whose deaths have been registered, one 
reached the age of 98, another 85, and a third 


- 80 years. 


NEnaGH ; Joomyvara.—-Vaccination had 
to be postponed in 10 cases, owing to an 
outbreak of whooping-cough. 


THURLES ; Borrisoleigh.--A man died of 
hydrophobia on the 22nd \pril,1898 ; he was 
bitten on the finger about the 19th Decem- 
ber, 1897, and he first complained on Tues- 
day, 19th April, 1898; the dog also bit a 
goose belonging to the family. which died 
about twenty-one days afterwards. 


THURLES; Templemore.—There were four 
cases of scarlatina in Templemore, and all 
were sent to fever hospital. Their abodes 
were all disinfected and limewashed. There 
were also two cases of fever in Drom, one 
being sent to fever hospital, and the other 
died at home. Precautions were also taken 
in these cases to prevent a spread of the 
disease. 


TipPERARY ; Tipperary, W.—Whooping 
cough has been very prevalent. There was 
only one case of scarlatina. 


UrtinGrorp ; Kilcooly.—One case of 
typhus and one of typhoid fever in April. 


Uruinerorp ; Urlingford, part of.—See 
note under head of Kilkenny County. 


Waterford County. 


Kitmactuomas ; Kilmacthomas, W.— 
Some cases of scarlatina of a mild type 
occurred at beginning of quarter, un- 
attended with any fatal result ; the disease 
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has now entirely disappeared, Vaccination 
and sanitation in a satisfactory condition. 
Birth rate much above average. Three 
cases of twins. 


Lismore ; Ballyduff-—Vaccination fairly 
satisfactory. 


LisMoRE; Cappoquin.—Of the persons 
whose deaths were registered, two reached 
the ages of 92 and 100 years respectively.

Antrim County. 


Antrim; Crumlin.—A_ few cases still of 
whooping-cough and influenza. 


ANTRIM ; Doagh.—Influenza of the 
abdominal type very widely prevalent. In 
the last month of the quarter there have 
been numerous cases of German measles of 
a mild type. 


Antrim; Randalstown.--Gastro-intestinal 
catarrh very prevalent during the quarter. 


ANTRIM ;_ Templepatrick.— Whooping- 
cough is prevalent over the district. 

BALLYCASTLE ; Cushendall. —Vaccination 
in general has been postponed owing to 
prevalence of chicken-pox in the district. 


BALLYMENA; Ballymena, W.—A few 
sporadic cases of typhoid fever have 
appeared in the town and district, which 
are, on the whole, healthy. 


BALLYMENA ; Toome.—Pertussis (whoop- 
ing-cough) and influenza on the decline; 
no fresh cases of typhoid. Bronchitis and 
pneumonia of a low type very prevalert. 
With these exceptions the district is fairly 
healthy. 


BALLYMONEY ; Dervock. — Vaccination 
had to be postponed in a number of cases 
owing to skin affections and bronchitis. 


COLERAINE ; Bushmills. —I attended 
upwards of forty cases of pneumonia during 
the last three or four months. 


Larne; Carrickfergus.—Of the deaths 
registered 9 are from phthisis, and 11 from 
bronchitis and pneumonia. 


LaRNE; Waterfoot.—Chicken-pox pre- 
vailed and interfered with vaccination. 


LisBURN ; Glenavy.—A form of influenza, 
with gastro-intestinal complications, very 
prevalent during the quarter. Fatal result 
only in one case. 


Armagh County. 


Armacu ; Blackwatertown.—Measles has 
been prevalent, slowly spreading from one 
locality to another, but as the type has 
been mild, no deaths were due to it. 
Influenza caused three deaths, 


Armacu ; Keady.—Influenza and whoop- 
ing-cough have continued prevalent. 
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ARMAGH ; Markethill.— Whooping-cough 
was prevalent, but is now dying out. 


BANBRIDGE; Tanderagee.—The district 
was visited by an epidemic, the leading 
symptomsof which were diarrhea, vomiting, 
and subsequent prostration. About 100 
cases came under my observation. At first 
they were confined to a limited locality, but 
subsequently they became universally 
distributed over the district. The disease 
seemed to be infectious. One death occurred 
from it. The duration of the disease seemed 
to be about four to six days. 


DunDALk; Barronstown, part of.—See 
note uuder head of Louth County. 


Newry; Forkill.—Two cases of scarla- 
tina in April. One died. A mild case of 
enteric fever also occurred early in quarter. 


Newry; Mullaghglass.—A number of 
cases of influenza, seven of which were 
fatal. 


Cavan County. 


_ BAIL1EBOROUGH ; Shercock.—W hooping- 
cough prevalent. Three deaths were due 
to it, two of which were uncertified, 


Bawneoy ; Ballyconnell, W.--Catarrh of 
the stomach and bowels existed in epidemic 
form. 


Cavan; Killashandra.—Influenza and 
pneumonia prevalent during quarter. 


Cavan; Stradone.—There is a form of 
tonsillitis among the children attending 
school, which seems to be very contagious. 


CoorEHILL; Drum, part of.—-There were 
a good many cases of severe diarrhea, 
accompanied by vomiting. One family of 
nine were all attacked, two of whom received 
no treatment, died in twenty-four hours 
from commencement of symptoms. The 
water supply was pure, and, except the 
disease was caused by some food which was 
common to them all, I am at a loss to know 
its origin. 

CooTEHILL; Tullyvin.—A few cases of 
influenza still to be found. 


Kxuis; Moynalty, part of—See note 
under head of Meath County. 


Donegal County. 


DUNFANAGHY ; Gweedore.-—One death 
registered of a woman 102 years of age; 
from inquiries made the age appears to be 
as stated. 


GLENTIES ; Dunglow, “No. 1.—On Satur- 
day (25th June) I was called to visit a 
family in the townland of Falmore, and 
found seven members of the family suffering 
from typhoid fever. I sent for the ambulance 
van, and had« them removed to hospital. 
Typhoid fever has been in this townland off 
and on for years past. 


Births, and Deaths, lreland. 


Guentizs ; Dunglow, No. 2.— District 
free from typhus during the quarter. 
Measles of a mild type prevalent during the 
last month of quarter. 


In1IsHowEn; Carndonagh,W.—W hooping- 
cough is very prevalent throughout the 
whole district, and as a consequence there 
has been very little vaccination. 


INISHOWEN; Clonmany.—One case of 
typhoid fever, which was sent to the Union 
hospital— the patient being now con- 
valescent. 


IntIsHOWEN ; Moville.--W hooping-cough 
is epidemic. One death has been registered 
from same. 


LETTERKENNY; Church Hill.—One death 
was registered as being 102 years old, one 
92 years, one 83, and two 82 years of age. 
Whooping-cough very prevalent over the 
district, which will delay vaccination from 
being performed. 


LonponpvERRY ; Kilderry, part of-— 
Whooping-cough very prevalent during the 
quarter, and still continues. 


Mititrorp ; Fanad.—There have been 
three cases of enteric fever. 


STRANORLAR; Cloghan—Two of the 
persons whose deaths were registered 
reached the advanced age of 95 years. 


Down County. 


Downpatrick ; Downpatrick, W.— 
Influenza was certified as a factor in four 
‘cases of deaths registered, and dysentery 
in onecase. One woman’s death registered 
from workhouse as 100 last birth-day. 
Have written for data to workhouse. 


Downpatrick ; Killyleagh. —I have 
seen ten cases of scarlatina during the 
quarter. The disease was confined to two 
families, but all the children in these 
families were attacked. All made excellent 
recoveries, and the throat symptoms were 
very mild. Imade careful enquiry, but was 
unable to trace the origin of the disease. 
It has not spread. 


KILKEEL ;_ Resstrevor.—-The ages of 
persons aged 60 years and upwards were 
67, 74, 85, 87, 91 years. 


Lissurn ; Ballylesson.—Measles, mumps, 
and whooping-cough have been widely 
diffused, as yet, however, without fatal 
result.

Newry ; Donaghmore.—-Influenza, with 
congestion of lungs, common, but few 
deaths therefrom. 


Nrewtownarps ; Bangor.——The death of 
one person aged 93 years was registered.

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NEWTOWNARDS ; Greyabbey.—-Influenza 
present first half of the quarter; three 
deaths registered as due to it. Larger pro- 
portion of deaths registered as due to 
diseases of respiratory and circulatory 
system, influenced greatly by the sudden 
atmospheric changes during this period. 


Newrownarps ; Kilmood.—The three 
persons who died of enteric fever were all 
imported from Belfast. Very little sickness 
of any kind at present.

IrvinEsToWN ; Clonelly.--Sanitary con- 
dition of parts of Bow Island not good. 


IRVINEsTOWN ; Irvinestown, No. 1, part 
of, W.—One death entered at the age of 
112 years. 


LisNASKEA ; Derrylin.—There have been 
some severe cases of influenza, and at 
present there are a few cases of whooping- 
cough,

COLERAINE 3 Garvagh.—Health of the 
district very good, with the exception of 
mumps among children. 


LrmavaDy ; Ballykelly. — Whooping 
cough and measles have been prevalent, but 
caused no deaths. Typhoid fever occurred 
in two families, but, as in each family the 
person attacked came home ill, cause was 
not ascertained. All the cases have re- 
covered, and no new cases in district. In 
one family person attacked went to hospital, 
and no other member was attacked; but in 
other family, the one coming home ill could 
not be induced to go, and others tookit, and 
then most of them went to hospital.

CLocHEeR; Fivemiletown.—There were 
some few cases of influenza. 


Cookstown ; Cookstown, W.—One case 
of imported scarlatina registered, and one 
case of diphtheria, which occurred last year. 


Cookstown; Stewartstown.—There has 
been a great number of cases of influenza, 
some ending fatally. A great number of 
children ill with diarrhcea and vomiting.

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GLENNAMADDY; Glennamaddy, W.— 
Scarlatina and measles very prevalent 
during the three months. 


GLENNAMADDY ; Williamstewn.—Scarla- 
tina in one family. The sanitary arrange- 
ments are not satisfactory. 


Gort; Ardrahan.—One death of a 
woman was registered, age said to be 110 
years, and one of a man said to be 104, 
but certainly 101. On inquiry about the 
ages of the above amongst the people with 
whom they lived, they all substantiate the 
above. 


Gort ; Gort, W.—One case of diphtheria 
occurred, but how it originated I was not 
able to make out. The disease did not 
spread. The patient died on the fifth day 
from asphyxia, which came on suddenly. 
The M. O. of workhouse has certified a 
death from typhus fever, Mumps and 
influenza were prevalent. 


LoucuREA; Bullaun.—The ages of the 
persons aged 60 and upwards whose deaths 
were registered, were 65, 65, 65, 80, 80, 
84, 84, 85, 87, 88, 90, 91 and 67 years. 


OUGHTERARD ; Lettermore.—There was 
a very widespread epidemic of influenza, 
during the months of April and May. 
The cases were mostly of the mild catarrha] 
type, and the few cases that proved fatal 
were complicated with bronchial affections. 
Five deaths were registered, in which the 
probable cause of death is given as in- 
fluenza (there being no medical attendant). 
These five cases were all either children 
or aged persons.

During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered 
in the 802 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,155 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 23:0 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population—and 17,214 deaths, representing an annual rate of 15°2 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 9,208 persons emigrated. 
A decrease of 267 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in the 
population, which is estimated to have been 4,543,782 in the middle 
of this year.* 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 29-9 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 18:0 per 1,000 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0-7 over the average rate 

for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97, and equal to 
the rate for the third quarter of last year. The deaths are below those 
registered in the corresponding quarter of last year by 289; the 
death-rate is 0-2 under the rate for that quarter, but 0°5 over the 
average for the third quarter of the ten years 1888-97. 
Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1897, the 
_ returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show an 
_ increase of 1,517, or 3-7 per cent., in the average number of W orkhouse 
inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 7,182, or 
13-5 per cent. in the average number of persons on out-docr relief. 

Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years 
1888-97 the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 1 983,

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and the number of persons on out-door relief an increase of 2,717, the 
total under both heads being 4°8 per cent. above the average for the 
third quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2°3 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (4° 5 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the second quarter of 1898 is 0:2 over 
the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years.

It is to be borne in mind that 
in many parts of the country the greater portion of the annual number 
of Roman Catholic marriages are “celebrated 4 in the first quarter, while, 
as regards other marriages, there is generally but little difference in the 
number registered in the several quarters.

September last was 26,155—13,435 boys and 12,720 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 43-4, or 23:0 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registeved during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97 was 25,896, equivalent 

: to an annual rate of 22:3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population 
| of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 22°6 per 1,000 of the population, according to the Census of 
1891; Munster, 20°5; Ulster, 24:3; and Connaught, 18°8.

DEATHS. 


. The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
- 30th September last was 17,214—8,703 males and 8,511 females— 
3 affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 66:0, or 15-2 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1888-97 was 14-7 per 1,000. ‘ 
The death-rate in Leinster was 16°3 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 13:8; in Ulster, 15°6; 
and in Connaught, 11:1. 
The county death-rates* range from 9°7 in Cavan to 22°6 in Dublin, 
Between these rates the lowest five are-——Leitrim, 9°9 ; Roscommon,

Ages.—Of the 17,214 deaths registered last quarter, 2,948, or 17-1 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 6,194, or 36:0 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 112-7 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 19-4 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 16-4 per cent.; in Ulster, 17:5 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
12-0 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 33:3 per cent.; in 
Munster to 38:5 per cent.; in Ulster to 34-4 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 42°2 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


The general death-rate in Treland last quarter, although not high, 
was, as has been already pointed out, somewhat in excess of the average 
rate for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years. The increase 
is due to a heavy mortality from enteric fever in Belfast, a diarrheal 
death-rate much above the average for the September quarter in 
Dublin and some of the larger provincial Urban Districts, and a rather 
widespread prevalence of whooping-cough. The country continued to 
enjoy an immunity from small-pox, and the mortality from measles and 
scarlatina was very low. 

Diseases.— The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered is 1,854, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-6 per 
1,000 living, being 0-7 over the rate for the preceding three months, 
U-l over that for the third quarter of last year, and 0-4 over the 
average rate for the third quarter of the ten years 1888-97. ayia

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Smait-pox—No deaths from small-pox have been registered in 
Treland during any of the last four quarters, nor do the Registrars’ 
Notes for these periods contain an y reference to the occurrence of a case 
of the disease. . 

Measles.—There were only 61 deaths from measles registered during 
last quarter, being 7 under the low number for the preceding three 
months and not exceeding one-half of the average number for the third 
quarter of the last five years. More than one-third of the total 
mortality from measles last quarter occurred in the City of Limerick, 
where the disease caused 22 deaths—a number equal to an annual rate 
of 2-4 per 1,000 of the population. In the Registrar’s District of 
Sligo No. 2 there were 5 deaths from measles—-a number equal to an 
annual rate of 2 per 1,000 of the population ; and in the Union or 
Superintendent Registrar's District of Belfast, 8. The total number in 
the province of Leinster was 6;in Munster 29; in Ulster 12 ; and in 
Connaught 14. 

Scarlatina,—'The decline in the mortality from scarlatina noted in 
the returns for the first and second quarters of this year continued last 
quarter, during which there were but 49 deaths from the cause 
registered—a number which is not much more than one third of the 
average (120) for the corresponding quarter of the last five years. 
Eleven of the 49 deaths occurred in Dublin South Union, 4 in 
Kilmallock Union, 4 in the Union of Rathdown, and the remaining 
30 deaths were distributed over 20 Unions. The total number for the 
province of Leinster is 25, for Munster 9, for Ulster 13, and for 
Connaught 2. 

Typhus.—l'he number of deaths from typhus is 50: it shows a 
decline of 29 as compared with the number for the preceding quarter, 
but is 5 in excess of the average for the third quarter of the last five 
years. Nine of the 50 deaths occurred in the province of Leinster, 
20 in Munster (including 4 in Tralee Union), 4 in Ulster, and 17 in 
Connaught. 

Whooping-cough.— Deaths from whooping-cough, which had fallen 
from 395 for the quarter ended 31st March last to 330 for the following 
three months were, last quarter, 357, or 53 per cent. above the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the last five years. The deaths (9) 
from whooping-cough in Callan Union are equal to an annual rate of 
2-4 per 1,00U of the population, and those (8) in Letterkenny represent 
a rate of 2:3 per 1,000, and there are 10 Unions in which the rate 
ranged between 1 and 2 per 1,000, viz. :—Cahersiveen, | 10 deaths ; 
Dingle, 8; Kanturk, 10; Kells, 6; Limerick, 18; Listowel, 12 : 
Mallow, 7 ; Rathkeale, 7 ; Scariff, 3 ; and Westport, 11. Among Unions 
in which the mortality was relatively not so high as in those here 
named, but where deaths from whooping-cough were numerous, may be 
mentioned ;—Belfast, 30 deaths ; Cork, 9 ; Dublin North, 11 ; and 
Dublin South, 23. In the Registrar’s District of Castlemaine, Tralee 
Union, there were 5 deaths from the disease—a number equal to 
an annual rate of 7:6 per 1,000 of the population ; in Church Hill 
District, Letterkenny Union, there were 7-—equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6 per 1,000 ; and in Louisburgh No. 1 District, Westport Union, 
there were 8—representing an annual rate of 4°6 per 1,000. The pro- 
Vincial distribution of the deaths from whooping cough was :—Leinster, 
96 deaths; Munster, 126 ; Ulster, 104 ; and Connaught, 31. 

Diphtheria.— During last quarter, as in the preceding three months, 
71 deaths from diphtheria were registered: the number is 45 under 
that for the first quarter of this year, and 7 under the average for the

third quarter of the last five years. Twelve of the 71 deaths occurred 
in Belfast Union, 6—representing an annual rate of 3:6 per 1,000 of 
the population—in Gortin District, Omagh Union, 5 in Ballymena Union, 
and 16 in other parts of Ulster, the total number for that province being 
39; in Leinster there were 19 deaths (of which 9 were in the Dublin 
Registration District) ; in Munster 10; and in Connaught 3. 

Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—There were only 31 deaths 
returned under this heading, viz.:—7 in Leinster, 5 in Munster, 13 in 
Ulster (including 5 in Belfast Union), and 6 in Connaught. 

Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric fever amount to 369, or 
double the average (185) for the corresponding quarter of the last five 
years, and showing an increase of 116 as compared with the number for 
the quarter ended the 30th June last. ‘This result is due to the 
continued prevalence of the disease in the City of Belfast, where it 
caused 226 deaths, a number representing an annual mortality of 3 per 
1,000 living: in the preceding quarter 140 fatal cases of the disease 
were registered in Belfast. The 143 deaths in other parts of Ireland 
last. quarter comprise 5 in Antrim Union, 6 in Ballymena Union, 5 
in Cork Union, 35 in the Dublin Registration District, 8 in Lisburn 
Union, and 5 in Lurgan Union. In 110 of the 159 Unions, no deaths 
from this cause were registered. The total number for Leinster is 51 ; for 
Munster 31 ; for Ulster 285, and for Connaught 2. 

Diarrhoca caused 837 deaths, being 137, or 20 per cent. above the 
average for the corresponding quarters of the last five years, and higher 
than the number for any of those periods except the third quarter of 
1893, when there were J,143 deaths from this cause. Of the 837 deaths 
last quarter 241 cccurred in the Dublin Registration District, 226 in 
the City of Belfast, 54 in Cork City, and 25 in the City of Londonderry, 
the annual rate represented in each of these areas being about 3 per 
1,000 of the population. The respective numbers for the four provinces 
are—Leinster 316, Munster 146, Ulster 363, and Connaught 12. 

Simple Cholera.—The number of deaths from this cause is 29, com- 
posed of 18 in Leinster, 3 in Munster, and 8 in Ulster. 

Hydrophobia.—One death from hydrophobia occurred in. Castle- 
blayney Union, and a child bitten by a rabid dog in that Union died 
in Paris while under the Pasteur treatment. 

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Chicken-pox in 4 districts, measles in 15, scarlatina in 17, 
whooping-cough in 52, diphtheria in 7, fever in 50 (typhus 11, simple 
continued 1, and enteric 38), and influenza in 5. 

Inquests._'There were 606 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 28 of the total deaths 
registered. 

"In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 29 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 28, in Ulster 1 to 25, and in Connaught 1 to 47. 

Deaths in Public Institutions. Of the 17,214 deaths registered 
2,863, or 16°6 per cent., eccurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 22:6, in Munster 20:0, in Ulster 11:7, and in 
Connaught 10°7,

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
third quarter of the year 1898, there were 23,039 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 3,450 cases the operation was postponed, and 51 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,610 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 28,150 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Ivish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Treland during the quarter 
ended 30th September last, was 9,208 (3,744 males and 5,46 females), 
being 677 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year, but 
3,361 under the average number for the third quarter of the ten 


years 1888-97.

KitiarNney; Killarney, No. 2.—Vaccina- 
tion was postponed till a few weeks ago 
owing to the prevalence of whooping- 
cough and influenza. 
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ListowE!.; Ballylongford.— Whooping- 
cough was very prevalent, more general and 
severe in some parts than in others, so 
vaccination could not be carried out. 
Eight schools were ordered to be shut by 
sanitary authority. Four closed as re- 
quired, and four refused to do so. Four 
cases of common continued fever occurred. 
Three were sent to hospital, the other was 
not fit for removal. Fourteen persons of 
the following ages died during quarter: 60,

— Whooping- 
cough was epidemic in the western portion 
of the district in the beginning of the 
quarter. I have had a few cases of typhoid 
fever. 


TRALEE; Tralee, No. 1, W.—The four 
deaths. from typhus occurred in the Fever 
Hospital. 


TRALEE; Tralee, No. 2.—Hight cases of 
scarlatina occurred; seven in the rural 
portion of district, in one house, and one in 
the urban portion. 


Limerick County. 


KiILMALLOCK ; Bruff.—Scarlatina pre- 
valent during the quarter, with two deaths, 
in one case of which the patient was 
removed to hospital. 


KILMALLOCK ; Bruree.—Had some cases 
of very mild scarlatina. One case of 
diphtheria, which was sent to hospital and 
recovered. 


KitmMaLiocgk ; Charleville, part of.—-See 
note under head of Cork County, 


KILMALLOCK ; Hospital. — Pertussis 
(whooping-cough) prevalent ; no deaths. 


Kitmatiock; Kilmallock, W.— One 
death from scarlatina occurred in this dis- 
trict. Four other cases of fever died in 
Union Hospital. 


ListowEL; Tarbert, No. 2.—I have 
not for years had a case of fever, either 
typhus, typhoid, or simple continued. I 
think this pleasant state of things is due to 
the good water supply, efficient system of 
sewerage and erection of labourers’ cottages. 


MitTcHELsTOWN; Galbally.—Scarlatina 
has been very prevalent for the past six 
months, owing to which vaccination had to 
be postponed i in many cases. 


MiTcHELsTOWN ; Mitchelstown, part of.— 
See note under head of Cork County. 


Newocast_e ; Feenagh. — One of the 
deaths registered was of a woman who lived 
to the age of 108 years. 


RATHKEALE ; Askeaton.— One death 
registered from measles of a child who came 
from Limerick City. The disease did not 
spread, 
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RATHKEALE ; Pallaskenry.—Measles, but 
in a mild form, has been prevalent during 
the quarter. 


RatAKEALF ; Rathkeale, No. 1, W—An 
epidemic of whooping-cough prevalent for 
the quarter. Otherwise the district was 
singularly free from contagious disease. 
Vaccinations were postponed on account of 
the illness of the children and the danger of 
bringing the healthy ones among those who 
had whooping-cough and frequented the 
dispensary. 

TIPPERARY ; Cappagh, part of-——Whoop- 
ing-cough prevalent.

CARRICK-ON-SvIR; Carrick - on - Suir, 
part of W.—The cases of deaths from 
typhus and typhoid fever were sent from 
country districts into fever hospital. 


CasHeEL; Kilpatrick. -One death of a 
woman aged 98 years registered. 


CLOGHEEN ; Caher.--A few cases of 
typhoid fever occurred. 


CLOGHEEN ; Clogheen, W.-—Corsiderable 
confusion was caused throughout the district 
owing tc the belief that recent vaccination 
legislation applied to Ireland as well as 
England—with the result that many persons 
were erroneously under the belief that the 
Vaccination Laws were suspended, and 
neglected to bring their children to be 
vaccinated. 


Nenacu; Newport.-- A mild form of 
measles is at present prevailing. 


TIPPERARY ; Cappagh, part ef.—See note 
under head of Limerick County. 

TIPPERARY ; Emly.—- There were two 
cases of enteric fever, brought from outside 
this district. 


TipPpERARY ; Tipperary, W.—The sani- 
tary state of the town is now good, owing 
to good water-supply. The Guardians are 
carrying out extensive sanitary works which 
will improve the sanitary state of workhouse 
very much. © There were some cases of 
whooping-cough in the early part of the 
quarter.

CronmEL; Ballymacarbry.—The death 
of one woman was registered as at 88 years 
of age, and itis remarkable that she was 
never a day unwell.

During the quarter ended 3lst December last, there were registered 
in the 802 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 24,398 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 21:5 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population—and 18,381 deaths, representing an annual rate of 16-2 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 5,162 persons emigrated. 
An increase of 855 in the population would, therefore, appear to have 


taken place during the quarter. The population, estimated to the 


middle of the year 1898, was 4,543,782.* 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 28-5 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 16-9 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0:2 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97, and 0°3 under 
the rate for the fourth quarter of 1897. The deaths are below those 
registered in the corresponding quarter of 1897 by 83; the death- 
rate is equal to the rate for that quarter, but 0-6 under the average 
for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1888-97. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1897, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show an 
increase of 780, or 1:8 per cent., in the average number of Workhouse 
inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 1,639, or 
3-1 per cent. in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years 
1888-97 the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 1,541.

total under both heads being 0-7 per cent. below the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2°3 per cent. 
The annual marriage-rate (4°5 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the third quarter of 1898 is 0°3 over 
the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years,

81; the former number being equal to 3°8 per 1,000 of 
the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a 
rate of 6°8 per 1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. 
Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years 1888-97 
the rate for Roman Catholic marriages shows an increase of 0°3, and that 
for all other marriages an increase of 0:4. It is to be borne in mind that 
in many parts of the country the.greater portion of the annual number 
of Roman Catholic marriages are celebrated in the first quarter, while, 
as regards other marriages, there is generally but little difference in the 
number registered in the several quarters.

Ages.—Of the 18,381 deaths registered last quarter, 2,832,-or 15-4 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 7,300, or 39°7 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 116-1 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 16-6 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 14-9 per cent. ; in Ulster, 15-7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
12°3 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 36°6 per cent. ; in 
Munster to 41:5 per cent.; in Ulster to 38°5 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 47-9 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 

The mortality statistics for last quarter do not present. many features 
calling for special remark. The general death-rate was somewhat below 
the average for the corresponding quarter of the preceding ten years, 
and did not exceed the comparatively low rate for the fourth quarter of 
1897, and the rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases,* taken collectively, was equal to the rate for the December 
quarter of 1897 and also equal to the average for the fourth quarter of the 
ten years 1888-97. The only zymotic disease of which there was a wide 
prevalence is whooping-cough, and the deaths from it were but slightly 
in excess of the average for the December quarter of the preceding 
five years. The mortality from enteric fever was above the average, 
the disease continuing to prove very fatal in Belfast, but the deaths 
from it in that city show a marked decline as compared with the number 
in the preceding quarter ; deaths from diarrheea were above the average

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for the December quarter, the disease causing a large number of deaths 
in a few of the provincial Urban Districts, but the mortality from 
scarlatina was comparatively light, as was that froma measles, notwith- 
standing that this disease was prevalent in a considerable number of 
districts. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered is 1,278, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-1 per 
1,000 living, being 0°5 under the rate for the preceding three months, 
equal to that for the fourth quarter of i897, and also equal to 
the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1888-97. 


Small-pox.—For the fifth quarterly period in succession no deaths 
from small-pox have been registered, and no case of the disease has been 
reported in the Registrars’ Notes. 

Measles.—The number of deaths from measles registered during last 


* quarter is 80, being 19 over the number for the preceding three months, 


but 57 below the average for the fourth quarter of the five years 1893- 
97. The deaths from measles in the three Unions or Superintendent 
Registrars’ Districts of Belfast, Limerick, and Lurgan form five-eighths 
of the total number, there having been in Belfast Union 15 deaths; in 
Limerick 22 (equal to an annual rate of 1°3 per 1,000 of the population at 
all ages), and in Lurgan 14. The remaining 29 deaths were distributed 
over 19 Unions. The numbers for the four provinces are—Leinster, 4 ; 
Munster, 29 ; Ulster, 34 ; and Connaught, 13. 

Scarlatina.—Although greater than in either of the two quarters 
immediately preceding, the mortality from scarlatina last quarter was 
far below the average for the fourth quarter, the number of deaths being 
78 only against an average of 165 tor the corresponding quarter of the 
five years 1893-7. In three only of the 159 Unions were there more 
than 4 deaths from this cause, viz.:—Belfast with 8 deaths, Dublin North 
7, and Dublin South 14. There were 4 fatal cases in each of five of 
the other Unions, and the remaining 29 deaths were distributed over 
23 Unions. The total number for Leinster is 35 ; for Munster, 15; for 
Ulster, 27 ; and for Connaught, one. 

Typhus —The deaths, 43, from typhus were 7 under the number 
for the preceding three months, but 4 over the average for the fourth 
quarter of the five years 1893-7: they were scattered over 24 Unions. 
There was but one death from the -disease in Leinster ; the number for 
Munster is 26 (including 8 in Cork Union, 3 in Bandon Union, and 3 in 
Dungarvan Union) ; for Ulster 9, one-third of which were 1n Cootehill 
Union ; and for Connaught 7, of which 3 were in Killala Union, where 


_ 3 deaths in a quarter are equal to an annual rate of 1:3 per 1,000 of 


the population. 

Whooping-cough,—Deaths from whooping-cough, which after having 
fallen from 395 for the first quarter of 1898 to 330 for the following 
three months rose to 357 for the third quarter, fell last quarter to 273, 
but this number is 12 in excess of the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the five years, 1893-7. Five or more deaths from whooping- 


cough were registered in each of 17 of the 159 Unions, and the deaths

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District, being equal to an annual rate of 4°6 per 1,000. There were 27 
deaths from this disease in Belfast Union ; 11 in Cork Union ; 22 in 
Dublin North Union ; 21 in Dublin South Union; and 12 in Limerick 
Union. The total number for the province of Leinster is 100; for 
Munster, 94; for Ulster, 62; and for Connaught, 17. 


Diphtheria.—The average number of deaths from diphtheria for the 
fourth quarter of the five years, 1893-7, was 100: the number for last 
quarter is 108, of which 30 occurred in the province of Leinster, 12 
in Munster, 54 in Ulster, and 12in Connaught. In the Union of 
Belfast there were 30 deaths (almost one-third of the total number for 
Ireland) ; in Dublin North Union 5, and in Dublin South Union 8, In 
none of the other Unions did the number reach 5, and there are 118 
Unions in which no deaths from this disease were recorded. 


Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—There were only 19 deaths 
—6 in Leinster, 5 in Munster, 1 in Ulster, and 7 in Connaught—returned 
under this heading: the average number for the corresponding quarter 
of the preceding five years was 32. 

Enteric Fever.—Deaths from enteric fever which had risen from 
253 for the second quarter of 1898 to 369 for the following three months 
fell last quarter to 292, which number is 21 under that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1897, but 65 or 29 per cent. above the average for 
the fourth quarter of the five years, 1893-7. More than one-half of the 
mortality from enteric fever in Ireland last quarter occurred in the City 
of Belfast, where the disease caused 155 deaths, a number equivalent 
to an annual rate of 2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, but heavy 
as this mortality is it shows a marked decline as compared with that for 
the preceding quarter, when 226 deaths from enteric fever were 


recorded in Belfast. The deaths from this disease in other parts of 


Ireland last quarter include 38 in the Dublin Registration District, 8 
in Ballymena Union, and 8 in Cork Union. In 104 of the 159 Unions 
in the country no deaths from enteric fever were registered. The 
respective numbers for the four provinces are—-Leinster, 54 ; Munster, 
30; Ulster, 196; and Connaught, 12. 


Diarrhoea—The deaths from diarrhea amount to 372, being 97 or 
35 per cent. above the average for the December quarter of the pre- 
ceding five years ; 109 occurred in Leinster, 103 in Munster, 145 in 
Ulster, and 15 only, in Connaught. Of the 109 deaths in Leinster, 65 
were in the Dublin Registration District ; the 103 deaths in Munster 
comprise 20 in the City of Cork, and of the 145 in Ulster, 53 occurred 
in the City of Belfast. 


Simple Cholera,—'T'en deaths in Leinster and 3 in Munster were 
returned under this heading. 

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Chicken-pox in 2 districts, measles in 25, scarlatina in 24, 
whooping-cough in 43, diphtheria in 16, fever in 43 (typhus 8, simple 
continued 3, and enteric 32), and influenza in 18. 

Inquests.—There were 738 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 25 of the total death 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 24 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 23, in Ulster 1 to 24, and in Connaught 1 to 42. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. — Of the 18,381 deaths registered 
3,068, or 16:7 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 23:1, in Munster 18-5, in Ulster 12:5, and in 
Connaught 10-1.

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VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
fourth quarter of the year 1898, there were 23,811 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 3,857 cases the operation was postponed, and 36 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,615 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 29,317 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Trish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the quarter 
ended 3lst December last, was 5,162 (2,162 males and 3,000 females), 
being 576 more than in the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
year, but 1,111 under the average number for the fourth quarter 
of the tensyears 1888-97.

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phcenix Park, 
Dublin, during the fourth quarter of the years 1893-98, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(See Table on page 282) :—- ; 

The mean height of the barometer during the fourth quarter of 1898 
was 29°834 inches, or 0-070 inch under the average for the corre-

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 469°, or 2°7° 
over the average for the fourth quarter of the five years 1893-97. 
The maximum temperature was 67°5°, and the minimum 25°1°. The 
maximum heat in sun was 110°5°, 

Rain or snow fell on 62 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 10°665 inches, against an average of 7:606 inches for the 
fourth quarter of the five years 1893-97. The greatest monthly rain- 
fall was in November, when 5°500 inches were registered. _ 

The wind blew on 35 days from S.W., on 18 days from W., on 8 
days from E., on 5 days eack ‘from 8. and N.W., on 4 days from 8.E., 
on 3 days from N.E., on 2 days from N., and the air was calm on 12 
days at 9 A.M.

The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on one night. The total amount of 
sunshine recorded was 94°8 hours, the greatest daily amount being 9:1 
hours on the 11th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum ‘1, and 
the mean -7. Rain or snow fell on 20 days. ‘The rain-fall measured 
4-050 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘760 inch, on the 
17th. 

November.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-795 inches; the highest reading (30°321 inches) was on the 18th, at 
9 p.m, air calm; and the lowest (28°770 inches) on the 25th, at 
9 a.mM., wind N.E. The mean temperature of the air was 44:0°, the 
maximum registered was 61:0°, and the minimum 25°1°.

CELBRIDGE; Maynooth, part of:—-The 
death of a woman 100 yearsof age occurred, 
and a man 86 years; both were possessed of 
all their faculties up to date of death. 


EDENDERRY; Carbury.—A number of 
children still unable to be produced for vac- 
ciation owing to whooping-cough. One 
case of typhoid fever now recovered. 


Naas; Naas and Carragh, W.—An 
outbreak of typhoid occurred in Naas, 
which has been traced to a dairy, the family 
of the proprietor suffering from that malady.

Guentigs ; Dunglow, No. 2.---The death 
from typhoid fever registered was the only 
case of this disease, and the patient returned 


suffering with the disease from the Seottish 
harvest. 


INISHOWEN ; Clonmany.—One case of 
typhoid fever, the cause being due to 
eontaminated surface well water. The said 
well being since improved. 


INIsHOWEN; Moville.--Two deaths from 
scarlet fever have been registered. I have 
not seen any cases of it, nor do I know of 
any cases of it at present. 


LonponpvErry; Burt.—The death of 
one person age 105 years was registered. 


An epidemic of measles, which abated when 
a school was closed. 
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MILiFrorD ; Fanad.-- Of the sixteen deaths 
registered, one each was at 70, 76, 75, 80, 


| 88, 79, and one at 100 years. 


MitLForD; Lathmelton.—Four cases of 
typhus fever o:curred in one house. All 
recovered. Disease did not spread. 


MitirorD ; Rathmullan. —Whooping- 
cough, which was prevalent during last 
quarter has died out, and vaccination, which 
has been postponed, has been carried out this 
quarter. 


STRABANE; Raphoe.—A few mild cases 
of influenza. 


Down County. 


Brrrast; Castlereagh, No. 4.—During 
the first month of the quarter typhoid fever 
was prevalent, but during the last two 
months only eight cases eame under my 
observation. There are some cases of 
measles, otherwise the district is in a fainly 
satisfactory state. 


Downpatrick; Ballyaahinch. — In- 


-_fluenza has again shown itself, but it seems 


to be of a mild type. 


Downrarrick ; Downpatrick, W.—Two 
deaths registered, attributed to influenza. 
One death (in addition to the six cases of 
diarrhcea) attributed to dysentery. 


Downpatrick ; Killyleagh. —A great 
many young children have suffered from in- 
fluenza during the last month of the 
quarter. Only one case fatal. 


KILKEEL; Kilkeel, No. 2, W.—Health 
of district good. Typhus fever came from 
Isle of Man. 


KILKEEL; osstrevor. — The ages of 
deaths of persons aged 60 and upwards were 
as follows, 62, 68, 71, 80, and 88 years, 


Lispurn ;  Ballylesson. — Whooping- 
cough has been wide spread, and many 
cases of pneumonia have occurred in conse- 
quence. One fatality. Typhoid still 
lingers, and one death is recorded from 
diphtheritic laryngitis. Several other cases 
of diphtheria seem to be benefited by serum 
treatment. 


Lisrurn ; Lisburn, part of.—See note 
under head of Antrim County. 


LissuRN ; Saintfield.& case oceurred 
of diphtheria, which was removed to hos- 
pital. Also one case of typhoid, which 
made a good recovery. 


Lurean; Lurgan, No. 1, part of.—See 
note under head of Armagh County. : 


LurRGAN ; Moirva.—Seven deaths caused 
by phthisis, two from croup, of which there 
have been several cases. One case cured 
by use of O’ Dwyer's tube, in the same house 
as one of the fatal cases occurred. . One 
case of diphtheria (which occurred in my 
own house) cured by injection of antitoxen 
serum. One octogenarian nearly reached 
ninety. 
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Newry; Newry, No. 2.—One death of a 
map, said to be 100 years old, was registered, 
the only confirmation of age being that in- 
formant heard him state that this was his 
age, and that it was so stated on the 
coffin, 


Nrwtownarps ; Comber.—The number 
of deaths registered has never been so low 
in my time, and undoubtedly the effect of 
the new sewers in the town has been to di- 
minish sickness a very great deal, and not 
only that but people are stronger and 
healthier, and no epidemic, and no person 
died from consumption or allied diseases, 
and I must say that now since people are 
beginning to understand the reason and the 
imperative necessity for strict precautions 
as regards the destruction of the sputa, that 
cases of consumption are becoming much 
rarer, 


NEwrTownarps; Greyabbey.— One death, 
aged ninety years, recorded. Influenza has 
been present throughout the district, but is 
on the decrease, Character and course 
milder and less fatal than former types, 
lately more of British type. No fatal’ case 
recorded. 


Fermanagh County. 


ENNISKILLEN ; Holywell, part of.—-See 
note under head of Cavan County. 


Ikvinestown; Clonelly.--One case of 
searlatina in October. 


LisNASKEA; Derrylin.—The sanitary ar- 
rangements of the district are primitive. 
Whooping-cough has been very prevalent, 
and hence the large number of cases ‘in 
which vaccination was postponed, 


LISNASKEA ; Maguiresbridge. — A few 
cases of scarlet fever, five altogether. Of 
this number four occurred in one house, the 
other case in a house adjoining. The 
patient in the latter case died from compli- 
cations. The last case occurred on Novem- 
ber 22, since when I have no fresh cases to 
notify. 


Londonderry County. 


Limavaby; Ballykelly.-Seyen of the 
deaths registered reached the age of 80 
years and upwards. 


LIMAVADY ; Dungiven.—-Five cases of 
influenza occurred, one of which was fatal. 


LonvoyDERRY; Claudy.—Of the deaths 
registered, 3 were of persons aged 90 years 
and upwards, 5 were 80 years and up- 
wards, and 3 were 70 years and upwards. 
Scarlet fever broke out in one household, 
but the disease did not spread. 


LonpoxpErny ; Eglinton. —Two cases of 
measles imported from Scotland. One of 
diphtheria died on 31st ult. This is first 
case of latter for several years. Have not 
yet traced source. 
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MAGHERAFELT ; Bellaghy.—¥our-fifths 
of the deaths are those of aged people. 


MAGHERAFELT; Moneymore. — Whoop- 
ing-cough was prevalent during first month 
of quarter, two deaths were caused by it. 
The disease has since disappeared. In 
November a malignant form of scarlatina, 
which seemed to have been imported from 
the north of England, caused four deaths in 
two families, to which it was confined. The 
disease has now died out. 


Monaghan County. 


CARRICKMACROsS; Carri ckmacross, W. 


——-A death from diphtheria occurred on the 
26th December. 


CASTLERLAYNEY; Ballybay.—Diphtheria 
appeared in one family. M umps was preva- 
lent in the early part of the quarter, 


CoorEnILL; Drum, part of.—See note 
under head of Cavan County. 


Dunpatk ; Louth, part of.—See note 
under head of Louth County. 


MoNAGHAN; Monaghan, W.—An epi- 
demic of diphtheria and croup occurred, the 
types of these were of a mild character, but 
six deaths occurred, one from the former, 
and five (in one family) from the latter. 
The local schools were all closed for about 
six weeks, 


Tyrone County, 


ArMacu ; Caledon.—A family of five 
persons (father, mother, and three children), 
were attacked with enteric fever, they were 
removed to the Union Fever Hospital at 
once, the mother died in hospital. Energetic 
steps were at once taken to have premises 
and bedding, &c., efficiently disinfected 
No further cases have occurred ; the cause 
of outbreak was not traced. 


CLOGHER ; Fivemiletcwn.—We had five 
cases of typhoid fever, three of which were 
sent to hospital, and two, unable to be sent, 
remained at home. ‘There were no deaths, 
All sanitary precautions were used, and the 
disease for so far does not seem to spread. 


Cookstown ; Coagh.—W hooping-cough 
was prevalent. 


Cookstown ; Cookstown, W.—There has 
been an epidemic of measles, which has 
greatly diminished the vaccination, 


Cookstown ; Stewaristown. — A few 
cases of influenza. Some outstanding 
cases have been vaccinated. 


OmaGH; Drumquin.—There are a few 
mild cases of measles at present. 


OmaGu ; Fintona.—With the exception 
of a large number of cases of measles in 
the Seskinore division, the district has been 
free from any epidemic, 
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Mayo County. 


Baturna; Ballina, part of, W.-—There 
were a number of cases of mumps during 
the last three months. 


Omacu; Omagh, No. 1, W.—Vaccina- 
tion rather below average, owing to there 
being an epidemic of measles. 


SrRABANE; Plum Bridge—There have 
been a few cases of scarlatina, but no epi- 
demic. 




















































BALLINROBE ; Cong.—Vaccination post- 
poned, owing to the very inclement weather. 


IV PROVINCE OF CONNAUGHT. 
Galway County. 


BatitsasLor; Killaan. — Two severe 
cases attributable to influenza. Both re- 
covered. One case of enteric fever removed 
to hospital of mild type. 


BrELMuLuer ; Bangor. --Vaccination post- 
poned, owing to inclemency of the weather. 


BEeLMULLET ; Binghamstown, W.—Vacci- 
nation had to be postponed, owing to incle- 
ment weather. , 


CLAREMORRIS; Ballindine.—Vaccination 
was postponed, owing to an epidemic of 
measles. 


CLAREMoRRIS; Ballyhaunis.—Measles of 
an exceptionally mild type prevailed ex- 
tensively--no deaths therefrom. Scarlet 
fever appeared in ope family. The preven- 
tive measures rigorously enforced so far 
appear to have the desired effect, as there is 
no extension of the disease. 


Westport; Achill.—A general epidemic 
of measles over the lower portion of this 
district, of a mild type, but owing to the 
severity of the weather for past fortnight, 
there are a great many complaining of lung 
complication Vaccination had to be post- 
poned in consequence. 


CuirpEeNn ; Roundstone, No. 1—A few 
cases of mumps appeared during the last 
month of quarter. 

Gatway; Oranmore. — Of the eleven 
deaths registered, six were respectively 
aged 86, 78, 78, 74, 72, and 60 years. 


Gatway ; Spiddle, — There was one 
severe case of ill-defined fever resembling 
typhus, but without any rash ; patient now 
better, and no other case has appeared. 


Gort ; Ardrahan.—Diphtheria occurred 
in seven houses in the district, the disease 
did not spread, owing to the fact that 
each of those houses is situated alone, 
and at a good distance from other houses. 


LovenreaA ; Bullaun, — The ages at 
death of persons aged 60 years and up- 
wards were 75, 80, 87 and 98 years. 


OveureRARD ; Lettermore.—The death 
of one person aged 94 years was registered, 
und of 3 persons aged 80. ‘Two cases of 
typhus fever have occurred in one townland; 
one of them ended fatally, but the death 
has not yet been registered; there seems 
to be no tendency of the disease to spread. 


Portumna; Eyrecourt. — One death 
occurred of a widow aged 104 years.

Westport ; Ballycroy.—There were a 
large number of children vaccinated, but 
who did not turn up for inspection before the 
end of the quarter.
